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THE 27TH DIVISION IN FRANCE. 

In a letter to the Army AND Navy JourNnat from 
France under date of Dec. 21 an officer high in the Ser- 
vice sends the following interesting notes concerning the 
27th Division, U.S.A. 

“The replacement system has in no way served to 
break up the localized character of the old New York 
National Guard Division. We came over at war strength, 
and during all the active service received almost no re- 
placements. We lost a few very valuable staff officers 
who were transferred to other organizations, but in the 
main have filled these vacancies with men from the divi- 
sion. 

“Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, of the Regular Army, our old 
chief of staff, paid the division a wonderful tribute when 
he selected for his Military Police Corps a large number 
of officers of this division with whom he had served on 


the border and elsewhere, and whose worth he knew. 
Among others he now has Lieut. Col. William Starr, 
Lieut. Col. William Donavan, Lieut. Col. James T. 


Loree and Lieut. Col. Homer Battenburg. 

“While other less fortunate divisions had general offi- 
cers relieved and returned to the States, the old N.Y. Di- 
vision has the record in not only coming through the 
— war with the same division commander, Major 
Gen. John F. O’Ryan, but also in furnishing our Army 
during the war with three new brigadier generals, Gen- 
erals Vanderbilt, Wingate and De Bevoise. In addition 
to this we furnished General Pershing’s Headquarters 
with Lieut. Col. Wade H. Hayes, late 7th N.Y., the 2d 
Army with Major Cornelius Wickersham, the 2d Corps 
with Major Towner, now corps veterinarian, the 3d Divi- 
sion with Major Williams, its judge advocate, and the 
city of Havre with an A.P.M., Major Harry T. Shanton. 

“The division has served in some of the most historic 
spots on the western front. For two long months, July 
and August, while the papers said it was ‘training in 
Flanders,’ it was working with the 2d British Army near 
Ypres on the plains of Flanders, dominated by Mt. Kem- 
mel. It was rather expensive training as we had cas- 
ualties in Belgium of over 1,000 killed and wounded. 
Later we moved up along the Somme from Albert to 
Peronne and then to the Hindenburg line. Arras, 
Amiens, Ypres, Baupaume, St. Quentin, Cambrai and all 
the other towns as well known to the British and as 
familiar to the New Jersey men as Paterson and Newark. 

“Our wounded were well cared for. Most of them were 
sent to England and at one time over 3,000 of our men 
were in English hospitals. We also had a splendid chance 
to observe the Belgian and French armies, as the Bel- 
gians were just to the north of us in Belgium, and just 
as we were attached to the 2d British army in Flanders 
they were relieving the French at Mt. Kemmel, or rather 
in front of Kemmel. 

“We left over 1,000 dead on the field at the Hinden- 
burg fight, and the men of New York feel that they fairly 
won the praise of Sir Douglas Haig. No higher tribute 
ean ever be paid troops than that given the 27th and 
30th Divisions when the Commander-in-Chief of the

British armies said: 


American Divisions, who on that day took Bellicourt 
and Maury and so gallantly sustained the desperate 
struggle for Bony, will rank with the highest achieve- 
ments of the war. They will always be remembered by 
the British regiments that fought beside you.’ 

“The two old N.G. regiments which were taken away 
from the division, the 69th, now the 165th, and the 15th 
colored Infantry, have both made wonderful records. The 
165th, as part of the Rainbow Division, has received 
great official commendation, and the 15th Infantry — 
received a splendid French citation. The other old New 
York regiments were used to make up corps and army 
troops.”

PRINCETON TO HAVE FYeLtp ARTILLERY, R.O.T.C.

It 
will be sufficient to say that from a disciplinary and health 
standpoint, I consider this trip a more desirable and satis 
factory one than that taken when going to France on a large 
ocean liner owned by another government. The naval dis 
cipline in force met with cordial response and ready co-opera 
tion of the soldiers, and gave them exercise and instruction in 
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sanitation, cleanliness, naval methods, and im drills pertaining 
to conditions where men are so closely congested as they must 
be on ships. These were more or less innovations to the 
soldiers, both interesting and instructive. Few of these men 
had ever before seen or been upon a battleship of their 
country. The trip has served to give them wider information 
and greater knowledge of and respect for the nation’s naval 
defenses. 

The troops slept in hammocks and cots on the main deck 
and gun decks and were messed on the gun deck. The watch- 
ful care of the officers and superior ventilation system of this 
ship maintained the air in the sleeping compartments always 
fresh and healthful. The food was always ample, well pre- 
pared and in generous variety. Regular details assisted the 
crew in striking down coal during the voyage, working with 
carpenten squads, in commissary and in conducting mess. 

I believe that transportation of troops by the Navy will be 
found practicable, satisfactory and economical. The co-opera- 
tion between naval officers and men and the military has been 
ideal. I take this occasion to express my appreciation of the 
many courtesies extended by the Navy as represented by the 


officers of the Georgia to the Army as represented by the 
troops on board.

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U.S. MINE WORK IN NORTI SEA. 

Capt. Reginald R. Belknap, U.S.N., 
Mine Squadron One of the Atlantic Fleet, which oper- 
ated in European waters, has compiled an interesting 
account of the great part played by the U.S. mine- 
laying squadron in planting in the North Sea. 
From the time the United States joined in the war, he 
says, our Navy Department urged strong measures, essen- 
tially offensive, to hem in the enemy bases, so that fewer 
submarines might get out, or, if already out, get back. 

new American invention came to the notice of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, where its possibilities were quickly 
perceived: A few quiet but searching experiments de- 
veloped it into a mine of more promising effectiveness 
than any ever used before, especially against subma- 
rines. This gave the U.S. Navy the definite means t» 
offer for an anti-submarine barrage, on the German 
coast or elsewhere, and the result was the northern mine 
barrage in the North Sea, stretching from the Orkneys 
230 miles to Norway, which the Secretary of the Navy's 
annual report characterizes as “the outstanding anti- 
submarine offensive product of the year.” 

Mine Squadron One of our Atlantic Fleet, familiarly 
known as the “Yankee Mining Squadron,” was in com- 
mand of Captain Belknap and consisted of the flagship 
San Francisco, Capt. H. V. Butler, and her consort, the 
3altimore, Capt. A. W. Marshall—cruisers of 1890, still 
going strong—and eight former merchant vessels con- 
verted into naval mine planters. Four of these were 
Southern Pacific or Morgan liners, now named the 
Roanoke, Capt. C. D. Stearns; Canonicus, Capt. T. L. 
Johnson; Housatonic, Capt. J. 7. Greenslade, and 
Canandaigua, Comdr. W. H. Reynolds. Two were the 
Old Dominion passenger liners Jefferson and Hamilton, 
now named Quinnebaug, Comdr. D. Pratt Mannix, and 
Saranac, Capt. Sinclair Gannon. The remaining two 
were the fast Boston and New York passenger steamers 
Massachusetts and Bunker Hill, renamed Shawmut, 
Capt. W. T. Cluverius, and Aroostook, Capt. J. Harvey 
Tomb. All are in regular naval commission, each carry- 
ing about twenty officers and 400 men. They are armed 
their capacity being devoted to carrying as many mines 
as possible. 

When the United States entered the war the Mine 
Squadron contained only three mine planters, the San 
Francisco, Baltimore and Dubuque, the latter being a 
small gunboat. Invaluable as a well trained nucleus, 
this force was yet small in capacity, carrying only 400 
mines, so that when the project of a mine field across 
the North Sea was taken up, fifteen months ago, dealing 
with mines by the tens of thousands, more vessels had 
to be found, converted and trained—and all this had to 
be done quickly. In the severe weather conditions of 
last winter this work suffered delay, but in five months’ 
time five vessels aggregating 4,000 mines capacity were 
completed, and after a month’s training with the San 
Francisco they sailed with her for the North Sea. The 
Baltimore had gone over earlier, in March, 1918, in re- 
sponse to a request from the British Admiralty for ves- 
sels to help plant a mine field on the Irish coast and 
thus she was the first American vessel to plant mines 
against the enemy. The Roanoke, too, preceded the 
rest, to assist the Baltimore, but was not: employed 
until the squadron arrived. A month later the remain- 
ing three followed, making the squadron of ten vessels 
complete. 

The converted vessels proved very successful and were 
much admired by British officers as well as our own 
for their compact, capacious and well-ordered arrange- 
ment, especially the Roanoke class, each of which carried 
over 860 mines, all of them on tracks ready to be pushed 
aft and overboard. Mines carried on the lower decks 
could be quickly raised to the launching deck, thus al- 
lowing the ship’s entire load to be planted in one un- 
broken line. The two Quinnebaug class, carrying 600 
each; the Shawmut and Aroostook having higher speed 
with only moderate capacity for mines, 350 each. The 
total of 4,000 to 5,500 mines carried by the squadron as 
one load represented what would in former days have 
been considered an enormous mine field. 

The Mine Squadron was the seagoing part of the 
Mine Force, of which Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U. 
S.N., was in command, with headquarters at Inverness, 
Scotland, his flag flying on board the repair ship Black 
Hawk, Capt. R. C. Bulmer. Depots for storing and 
assembling mines were prepared at Inverness and at 
Invergordon on Carmarty Firth in the Scottish High- 
lands. ‘These depots occupied the buildings and land 
of two idle distilleries. Capt. O. G. Murfin, U.S.N., 
went over in November, 1917, to be in charge of the 
preparation of these bases and was in command when 
they were completed. There were twenty officers and 
more than 1,000 naval enlisted men at each base. To- 
gether they could assemble 1,000 mines a day ready for 
planting. 

Meantime in the United States the manufacture of 
the mines had been going on since December, 1917. The

many parts were constructed by the thousands by numer- 
ous different contractors, who delivered them at Norfolk, 
where the mine spheres were charged with 300 pounds 
TNT and loaded into steamers, managed by the Naval 
Overseas Transport Service. It required twenty-four 
steamers, running constantly, to keep the ten mine plant- 
ers supplied with mines. Only one fell a victim to a 
submarine. 

The Mine Squadron arrived at Inverness, May 26, 
1918, and twelve days later started on its first mine 
planting “excursion.” On these trips, which lasted usu- 
ally from forty to eighty hours, the squadron was part 
of the British Grand Fleet. It was screened by an 
escort of from eight to twelve British destroyers and 
also guarded by a supporting force consisting of a battle 
or battle cruiser squadron and a light cruiser squadron 
of the Grand Fleet—sometimes by all three, according 
to the estimated probabilities of attack. On the second 
excursion the Sixth Battle Squadron was the support, 
consisting of four American battleships, commanded by 
Rear Admiral Hugh Rodman, U.S.N., in the flagship 
New York. The operation as a whole was in conjunc- 
tion with a British mine-laying squadron of four ves- 
sels, which worked from a base at Grangemouth, near 
Edinburgh, under command of Rear Admiral Clinton- 
Baker, R.N. 

On the first excursion, June 7, the squadron planted 
a mine field forty-seven miles long, containing 3,400 
mines, in three hours and thirty-six minutes. One ship 
emptied herself of 675 mines without a single break, one 
mine every eleven and one-half seconds through more 
than two hours, the longest series every planted any- 
where. The casualties were very few. One man fell 


overboard, and there were four other deaths (among 
4.000 men), which might have occurred under any con- 
ditions. There was no other loss of life nor other in- 
jury and no ship ever came to grief, thanks largely to 
Captain Butler and Lieutenant Commander Cunning- 
ham, navigator, of the flagship.’ 

On the seventh excursion, Aug. 26, the commander of 
the Mine Force, Rear Admiral Strauss, U.S.N., went out, 
and on the next, by the American and British squad- 
rons together, he was in command of them both, on the 
San Francisco. The mine field on this occasion closed 
the western end of the barrier off the Orkneys, making 
it complete across. Of the ninth excursion Rear Ad- 
miral Clinton-Baker, R.N., was in command.  Alto- 
gether the American squadron made fifteen excursions, 
the British squadron eleven, and when the barrage was 
finished, at the end of October, 70,100 mines in all had 
been planted in it, of which 56,570 were American. The 
barrier stretched from off the northern Orkney Islands 
230 miles to the coast of Norway, near Bergen. Its 
width averaged twenty-five miles, nowhere less than 
fifteen miles—more than an hour’s run for a submarine. 

The barrage began to yield results early in July, and 
from time to time reports would come of submarines 
damaged or disappearing. It may never be known defi- 
nitely how many actually did come to grief there, but 
the best information gives a probable ten before the 
middle of October, with a final total of seventeen or 
more. In addition the squadron should be credited with 
two submarines lost in the field of British mines laid 
by the Baltimore off the Irish coast. 

The whole scheme of the barrage, Captain Belknap

says, was ambitious and daring, and its conception and 
execution reflect the highest credit on all connected with 
it. The expenditure of great sums for mines without 
extended tests must have required great courage and 
strength of purpose on the part of Rear Admiral Earle, 
Chief of the*Bureau of Ordnance, and his assistant for 
mines, Commander Fullinwider, but the bold confidence 
which prompted.them was amply justified by the event. 
In addition to the value of the barrage itself in keeping 
the enemy submarines in or from their bases the mine 
squadrons were expected to serve as bait to draw out 
the German fleet.- This ever present possibility and the 
fact that the working ground lay in the principal thor- 
oughfare of enemy submarines lent spice to the work, 
which was often hard but never dull. Relations with 
the British naval authorities, Rear Admiral Pears at 
Invergordon and Captain Rowley at Inverness and their 
staffs, were of the best, especially so with Capt. H. R. 
Godfrey, in H.M.S. Vampire, commanding the four- 
teenth destroyer flotilla, the escort on ten excursions. 
In ordinary living conditions there was much discom- 
fort for the mine planters’ crews, with cramped quar- 
ters, close and stifling when it rained. With the aid 
of the Y.M.C.A. and hospitable townspeople and the 
squadron baseball league and track athletics to keep 
them fit and keen their time on shore was spent in a 
way to make for lasting good-will and mutual under- 
_ standing, tending to preserve that peace which their 
work afloat helped so much to bring about. 

Assistant Secretary Franklin D. Roosevelt visited 
the Mine Force on Aug. 30 and was pleased with what 
he saw. Early in October Admiral Mayo, commander- 
in-chief, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, visited the Mine Force 
and congratulated it on the work it had accomplished ; 


and just before the Mine Squadron sailed for home Ad- 
miral Sims, addressing the officers and men, said that 
the Mine Force had done a stunt the like of which had 
not been done in the world before, planting more mines 
in less time than any nation had ever thought of doing— 
so successfully as to have excited the commendation of 
all European navies. Admiral Benson has spoken of it 
as one vt Lie most successful efforts of the whole war 
by any of the forces engaged, while the British press and 
the First Lord of the British Admiralty have repeatedly 
spoken of the effectiveness of the North Sea barrier. 
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CHANGES IN THE ARTILLERY ARM.

In writing of “The Artillery Council of 1887,” in the 
Journal of the United States Artillery for September- 
December, Major Gen. J. P. Sanger, U.S.A., says that 
this council represented the first concentrated effort by 
Artillery officers to effect a reorganization of the Artil- 
lery. “In the vain hope of redressing the wrongs thus 
inflicted upon the Artillery several attempts were made 
by Artillery officers. In 1832 the Ordnance Department 
made its appearance and deprived the Artillery of many 
of its officers and duties. In the vain hope of redress- 
ing the wrongs thus inflicted upon the Artillery several 
attempts were made by, Artillery officers towards its re- 
organization and rehabilitation, but as it was without 
influential friends and with no one in Washington to 
represent it, and, moreover, was watched by a watchful 
and relentless enemy, all efforts failed and at the begin- 
ning of 1SS7 it was in a worse condition that it had ever 
been.” General Sanger adds that just at this time 
two distinguished officers appeared to represent and ad- 
vocate its cause and to infuse new life and_hope into 
the organization. One of these was Major Gen. J. M 
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Schofield, U.S.A.; the other Prof. Peter S. Michie, of the 
U.S. Military Academy. The Artillery Council met at 
New York in October, 1887, and its deliberations and 
recommendations were productive of much good to the 
Artillery branch of the Service. In February, 1901, the 
regimental organization was discontinued and the Ar- 
tillery formed into a corps. In January, 1907, the 
Field Artillery was separated from the Coast Artillery. 
“No doubt all these changes were considered salutary 
by those who carried them through,” writes General 
Sanger, “but to the writer nothing could have been more 
injurious to its esprit de corps than the abolition of the 
old regiments and the loss of the identity of the old bat- 
teries, with their long list of distinguished commanders, 
bloody battles and other glorious achievements dating 
back in one instance (Battery F, 4th Art., commanded 
by Alexander Hamilton) to the War of the Revolution. 
The main reason for this dramatic and _ ill-advised 
change was to simplify and speed up the administra- 
tion by dealing directly with post and battery com- 
manders and ignoring the regimental commanders, as if 
that hadn’t always been done in most respects.” He 
adds: “The Artillery is again demonstrating its vast 
importance on the battlefields of Europe and is being 
used in a way never heretofore dreamed of. That the 
hour. may soon strike when the Artillery shall come into 
its own in all respects, more especially the scientific 
duties upon which its efficiency and superiority depends, 
is the hope of all those who have the interests of the 
Army at heart. The re-establishment of the Depart- 
ment of Artillery at West Point, in the place of the 
Department of Ordnance and Gunnery, would go far to 
wards the achievement (of elevating the Artillery to 
the high standard of all other modern armies) by put- 
ting an end to a misnomer and thereby giving the grad- 
uates of the Academy a more correct and vivid idea of 
the legitimate duties and the great importance of the 
Artillery.” 
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MEXICAN AND SPANISH WAR MEDALS. 

Following the announcement in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Jan. 4 on the subject, the War Department 
has issued General Orders No. 8, Jan. 16, 1919, which 
will be of interest to members of the National Guard 
who served in the Spanish war and on the Mexican bor- 
der. This order reads: 

Medals for service in the National Guard during the War with 
Spain and on the Mexican Border. 

Section III., G.O. 77, War D., 1918, is rescinded and the 
following substituted therefor: 

_ A bronze medal with suitable device and ribbon will be 
issued to any officer or enlisted man of the National Guard 
who, under orders of the President, served not less than 
ninety days in the war with Spain. 

_ A bronze medal with suitable device and ribbon will be 
issued to any officer or enlisted man of the National Guard 
who, under orders of the President, served on the Mexican 
border in the years 1916 and 1917. This medal will not be 
issued to anyone who is eligible to receive the Mexican service 
badge prescribed in Sec. IV., G.O. 155, War D., 1917. 

Neithey of these medals will be presented to any officer or 
enlisted man not now in the National Guard unless he quitted 
it in an honorable status. In case of death of a man who 
would have been entitled to such medals, the medals may be 
presented to his family. Application for these medals will be 
made to The Adjutant General of the Army through military 
channels. The application should give the full name and 
address of the applicant, the rank he held, and the organiza- 
tion in which he served during the war with Spain or upon 
the Mexican border. 

The Mexican border, in this order, it is pointed out, 
includes the Vera Cruz punitive expedition and opera- 
tions along the border contiguous to the fighting be- 
tween Mexicans or where firing occurred across the bor- 
der causing casualties among American units. 
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SIR ERIC GEDDES THANKS U.S. NAVY. 

A very gracious act upon his retirement from the 
British Admiralty was a cable message to Secretary 
Daniels sent by Sir Eric Geddes, which the Secretary 
made public, with his reply, on Jan. 14. Sir Eric was 
in Washington last summer in conference with’ the Sec- 
retary and officers of the Navy Department, when he

His cable follows: “On leaving the Ad- 
miralty I wish to thank you and all your officers for 
their invaluable help to the Admiralty and myself dur- 
ing the time when we have worked together for the com- 
mon cause.

Secretary Daniels replied: “For myself, the Navy 
of the United States and the people of America, I wish 
to congratulate you upon the achievements of the Brit- 
ish navy under your direction.

The 
best illustration of the ties that bind the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations together is the close co-operation, 
the perfect understanding, and the successful team work 
of the officers and men of both navies. This intimate 
association under stress has cemented the bonds of 
friendship between the peoples of the two countries and 
strengthened the sense of responsibility both feel to pre- 
serve these relations between themselves and make the 
fullest contribution to the lasting peace of the world. 
Please accept personal good wishes from me and all 
who were priviliged to know you upon your visit to 
America and to take council with you in our mutual 
service during the days of conflict.”

DEFENSE OF SUEZ CANAL. 

In Great Britain’s defense of the Suez Canal when 
the Allies in Flanders were hard pressed it was neces- 
sary to summon the two strong divisions stationed at 
the canal, and their place was taken by three hastily 
mobilized brigades from India. This small force faced 
the whole Turkish Syrian army, staffed by Germans, 
while behind it was the Egyptian population threatening 
trouble. In an article in the Philadelphia North Ameri- 
can, Major Gen. Sir George Younghusband tells how 
small redoubts were built every two or three miles on 
the east bank, while covering the intervals on the west 
bank were trenches. The British -officer in command 
adopted an ingenious means to detect the approach of 
enemy scouting parties to the canal. It consisted in 
daily making a broad, smooth mark beside it, in the sand, 
by drawing a timber along wrapped in sacking. This 
mark was kept intact the whole length of the waterway, 
and repeatedly it enabled the watchful guards to dis- 
eover tracks made at night by would-be mine layers. All 
told, sixteen mines designed to blow up passing boats, 
and so block traffic, were found and rendered harmless. 
Ry such means the small force kept the waterway open 
fur a-whole year without serious mishap. 
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OFFICERS’ TRAINING CAMPS NEAR END. 


Unless the policy of the War Department is changed 
before March 1, practically all training camps for offi- 
cers of the line will be emptied of candidates for com- 
missions. By March all student officers who have elected 
to stay in the Service until they complete their courses 
of training will have been given their Reserve commis- 
sions, and no additional classes of enlisted men or civil- 
ians will be started. 

The Infantry training camps at Camp Lee, Va., Camp 
Gordon, Va., Camp Grant, IIL, and Camp Pike, Ark., 
will graduate their last men about Feb. 15. The num- 
bers of student officers at these schools have been mate- 
rially reduced until there are now about 120 men in 
each one. Camp Zachary Taylor, the only remaining 
Field Artillery Officers’ Training School, still has ap- 
proximately 800 men in training for commissions, but 
some of these are graduating every week, and it is ex- 
pected that the last of them will leave on March 1. 

It is the aim of the War Department to build up an 
efficient and well-trained corps of Reserve officers. It is 
for this purpose that the men who are now training are 
being allowed to complete ‘their courses and that officers 
who bave received their discharge are being allowed to 
enter the Reserve, as also are enlisted men and civilians 
who had been recommended and examined for commis- 
sions and whose appointments were prevented by the 
cessation of hostilities. 

At the present time it is not known what disposition 
will be made of the training camps when the last of the 
student officers have heen graduated. The War Depart- 
ment plans call for their permanent use as an adjunct 
to the Service, as any large increase in the military 
forces would require the intensive training of a com- 
missioned force to supplement that coming) from the 
Military Academy. 


Reserve Officers Graduate at Camp Lee. 


There were graduated at the Central Officers’ Train- 
fing School, Camp Lee, Va., on Jan. 15, 245 candidates 
who were commissioned in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and placed on inactive duty. These candidates were the 
ones remaining from 3,600 candidates that entered the 
training school on Sept. 15 and Oct. 15. When the 
armistice was signed the candidates were given the op- 
tion of continuing the course or of being discharged. 
Of this large number only the 245 remained until the 
completion of the course. Because of the fact ‘that 
these men elected to complete the course knowing,in ad- 
vance that they could expect nothing more than a com- 
mission in the Reserve, the very best results were ob- 
tained. ‘The candidates were very enthusiastic and the 
discipline could not have been better. The graduation 
exercises were very simple, as have been all such exer- 
cises. Major General Bundy, commanding general, 
Camp Lee, made a brief address to the candidates. Con- 
gressman Adam Littlepage, from West Virginia, a Jong- 
time friend of the Services, delivered a stirring, patriotic 
address. The exercises were closed by a few words from 
Col. Harry A. Eaton, the training school commander. 
Immediately after the exercises the candidates were 
marched back to their barracks, wRere discharge cer- 
tificates and certificates of graduation were delivered. 
There remains now but one small class to be gradu- 


ated on Feb. 15, after which this great officers’ train- 
ing school will have served its purpose and will exist 
only in the pages of history. 
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PLANS FOR TRAINING RESERVE OFFICERS. 


A recent report of the Committee on Education and 
Special Training shows that the educational institutions 
of this country are ready and eager to co-operate with 
the War Department in the training of Reserve officers 
for the Army. Requests for the privilege of establish- 
ing units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps have 
been received from more than 350 institutions, includ- 
ing practically all the larger universities and colleges as 
well as many of the smaller schools and high schools. 
About 250 institutions have been authorized to main- 
tain these schools, and officers are being assigned as 
professors of military science and tactics. Special em- 
phasis is to be placed upon the theoretical military work 
during the school year. Field Artillery, Coast Artillery, 
Chemical Warfare, Ordnance, Engineer, Quartermaster, 
Motor Transport, Aviation and Signal Corps units are 
to be established in the schools qualified to do such 
work, and the corps of the Army interested will detail 
the most efficient men to direct the work. ‘The special 
equipment needed will be furnished by the Government. 
However, it is not inteded that this work shall create 
a highly specialized program for the schools, but that it 
shall be supplementary to the regular courses in the 
various fields. 

Another line of effort in the R.O.T.C. work will be a 
program to keep every young man physically fit for ser- 
vice at all times. It is generally admitted that the 
physical program for our schools has been too highly 
specialized and restricted and, while it is recognized 
that the men that have been on atheltic teams as a rule 
were highly qualified for officers so far as physique is 
concerned, an effort will be made to increase the num- 
ber of physically trained men. The fact that thirty 
per cent. of the young men that took the physical ex- 
amination for the Army failed to qualify for military 
service has focused attention upon this subject. The 
summer camp is another phase of the work that is al- 
ready attracting attention. Special maneuvers for the 
members of the R.O.T.C. will be held during the com- 
ing summer vacation period. Infantry ‘students will be 
sent to:several of the big cantonments; Field Artillery 
students, Coast Artillery students, Ordnance students 
and Signal Corps students, etc., will be sent to special 
schools for the particular work which they are doing. 
The proposed summer maneuvers will continue for a 
perigd of six weeks, to begin at the opening of the sum- 
mer vacation. Transportation to and from the camps 
and subsistence, uniforms, etc., while there will be fur- 
nished by the Government. 
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HORSES AND MULES SHIPPED OVERSEAS. 

Some idea of what has been done in furnishing horses 
and mules for overseas service may be gained from a 
report made by the Statistical Section of the Remount 
Division. This shows that up to Jan. 11 there had 
been shipped overseas from this country a total of 67,- 
948 animals, which included 5,489 Cavalry horses, 33,- 
396 draft horses, 28,088 draft mules ‘and 975 pack mules. 
The total number of animals lost en route overseas so far 
reported is 600 horses and mules, or less than one per 
cent. of the total number of animals shipped. The total 
number of animals purchased overseas to date is 152,336. 
Purchases of horses in France amounted to 109,848; in 
Spain, 1,531, and in Great Britain, 11,898. The: value 
of purchase in France was $43,122,093.52; Spain, $589,- 
159.96, and Great Britain, $5,314,711.15, or a total of 
$49,025,964.63 for 123,277 horses purchased -overseas. 
The total number of mules purchased overseas amounted 
to 29,059, with a value of $11,115,846.72. There were 
9,341 mules valued at $2,895,927.76 purchased in France ; 
12,941 mules with a value of $5,619,155.74 purchased in 
Spain, and 6,777 mules walued at $2,600,763.22 pur- 
chased in Great Britain. 

There were on hand with the A.E.F., Dec. 25, 1918, 
a total of 191,631 animals. This total included 26,023 
Cavalry horses, 109,528 draft horses, 48,614 draft mules 
and 7,466 peck and riding mules. The total loss over- 
seas to Dec. 25, 1918, amounted to 42,311 animals, which 
included 36,189 horses and 6,122 mules. No arrange- 
ments have yet been made by any foreign government 
for taking over the animals belonging to the United 
States which are now in Europe. The matter has been 
informally discussed in this country and the Remount 
Division was informed that no objection would be raised 
if the animals should be turned over to the Allies, as 
there is an ample supply of animals in this country. 

Plans are now being outlined by the Remount Division 
for the encouragement of horse breeding in this country, 
with a view to supplying suitable Cavalry and Artillery 
horses in the future. Reports from the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry show that there were 2.9 per cent. more 
horses and 8.4 per cent. more mules on the farms in the 
United States on Jan. 1, 1918, than there were on Jan. 
1, 1914. According to reports there is no appreciable 
decrease in the number of animals in the rural districts 
of England, while there is about a twenty per cent. pre- 
war decrease in France. 
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HEALTH ConpITIONS AMONG THE TROOPS. 


The annual admission rate per 1,000 for all causes for 
all troops in the United States for the week ending Jan. 
10 was 1,515.56 as against a rate of 1,265.72 for the 
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preceding week. The annual admission rate per 1,000 
for disease only for the same troops for the two periods 
was 1,239.29 and 1,025.88. The non-effective rate per 
1,000 on day of report for these periods was 50.31 and 
47.34. The annual death rate per 1,000 for all causes 
for the stated weeks was 14.40 and 10.57; and the an- 
nual death rate per 1,000 for disease only was 13.28 and 
9.98. The date of the weekly report of health condi- 
tions in the A.E.F. is not given, but the latest one re- 
ceived at the Office of the Surgeon General of the Army 
shows the annual admission rate per 1,000 for all causes” 
in the A.E.F. for the two last weeks reported to be 
887.39 and 901.02; the annual admission rate per 1,000 
for disease only to be 733.05 and 721.50; the non-effec- 
tive rate per 1,000 on day of report 63.96 and 66.79; 
the annual death rate per 1,000 for all causes 30.17 and 
39.88; and the annual death rate per 1,000 for disease 
only 7.76 and 9.24. “ 
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INFLUENZA IN THE ARMY. 


The effect of the influenza epidemic on the health of 
troops in the United States is shown in the report of the 
Division of Sanitation of the Surgeon General’s Office 
for the six months’ period ending Dec. 27, 1918. From 
disease only, 32.15 men out of each 1,000 in the Service 
in the United States would have died during 1918 had 
the death rate of the last six months extended over the 
entire year. Actually, the death rate for the calendar 
year was 20.09 per 1,000. Of the 32.15 per 1,000 annual 
death rate from disease for the six months just ended, 
30.071 was due to influenza and pneumonia, leaving’ but 
2.081 per thousand as the”rate for all other diseases. 
Death due to other diseases than pneumonia during the 
year ending Aug. 30, 1918, when the total rate was but 
6.37 per 1,000, was 2.35 per 1,000. No deaths were re- 
ported from influenza in that period. This shows that 
except for the epidemic influenza-pneumonia sick and 
death rates would have remained low. 

In regard to diseases other than respiratory, the de- 
crease in the number of cases of measles, meningitis and 
scarlet fever is to be noted. This is due largely to the 
fact that large increments of recruits are no longer being 
added to the Army, for these diseases are those which 
are brought into camps from civil life, and develop 
chiefly among unseasoned recruits. Typhoid and para- 
typhoid cases continue to decrease as compared with 
1917, as shown in the report. In 1898, during the 
Spanish-American war (the two diseases then being con- 
sidered as one), the annual admission rates per 1,000 for 
typhoid was 88.56 and the annual death rate per 1,000 
9.74. The present six months’ report shows an annual 
admission rate of .01 for paratyphoid and .28 for typhoid, 
a total of .29 per 1,000. 

The fact that all sick and otherwise physically unfit 
for field service were held at the ports.of embarkation 
during the movement of troops to France, and since the 
signing of the armistice large numbers of sick and 
wounded have been received from overseas and are being 
held in our hospitals, has made sick and death rates for 
disease among: troops in the United States relatively 
higher than would otherwise obtain. Troops in the 
United States have carried much of the load of sick and 
wounded which is properly chargeable to commands on 
the other side. Sick and death rates for disease for the 
entire army, abroad and at home, wil®be much lower 
than shown for troops in the United States only. Dur- 
ing demobilization it may be expected that relatively high 
rates will continue, as only well men are discharged, the 
sick and diseased being retained indefinitely for treat- 
ment. 
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PERSONNEL WORK IN THE ARMY. 

For the purpose of giving the officers of the U.S. 
Army stationed in Washington an opportunity to be- 
come acquainted with the details of the personnel work 
of the Army in the field an exhibit of this splendid work 
was given all last week at the State, War and Navy 
Building, which was attended by thousands of persons 
in and out of the Service. With charts, diagrams, 
printed forms, card indexes and material the exhibit 
showed just how raw recruits have been taken into the 
Army and turned out finished soldiers. The demonstra- 
tion was illuminating and intensely interesting. It 
started with an object lesson which will be of tremen- 
dous value in the Army of the future, showing how the 
Army finds out what men can do best and how it uses 
that ability. The trade tests, illustrated by photographs 
and models, gave an excellent idea of how the Army 
brought out all the ability of every man and directed it 
into the most useful channels. How the Army units 
were “balanced” proved how futile it is even in war to 
“put all eggs in one basket.” The “balancing” was so 
well done that units far above grade and others as far 
below were by the shifting of men brought to a uni- 
formity of efficiency. - How the officers’ ratings are sum- 
marized was also very interestingly made clear. The 
results of Army personnel work in the war, as shown 
in this exhibit, fully justify the splendid record of the 
organization, which consisted of a force of about 450 
officers and 7,000 men. To train the personnel fifteen 
schools were installed from coast to coast, and were in 
session from April 5 to Oct. 26, 1918, with a total at- 
tendance of 1,560. ‘Three of these schools were con- 
ducted to train personnel officers of the S.A.T.C. units. 
There were cleared through the ,Central Distribution 
Office in Washington 1,191,530 soldiers; voluntary in- 
ductions of 161,663. men were handled and special drafts 
of 5,000. ae 
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Wrreetzss Messaces Sent THrovcH WATER AND Harta. 

The Navy Department made public on Jan. 11 details 
of a war secret which it had carefully guarded while 
the ‘struggle was actually in progress. Now that peace 


practically, although not formally, exists, it is believed 


there is no danger of the enemy making use of it fol- 
lowing the revelation of its existence and use by the de- 
partment. Announcement is made that wireless mes- 
sages have been sent not only under water but through 
earth. James H. Rogers, a scientist of Hyattsville, Md., 
made the discovery, which is said by Government offi- 
cials to be one of the war’s most scientific advances of 
the kind. In practical use the new system so far is 
employed only for receiving radio messages sent out 
from powerful stations in Europe. These are now 
being read at underground receiving stations in the 
United States and in some cases more clearly than when 
caught by the elaborate and expensive air stations. In 
addition, it was revealed at the Navy Department, sub- 
marines under water are intercepting radio signals sent 
from shore. With crude apparatus Mr. Rogers has suc- 
ceeded in transmitting signals two miles from a_ sub- 
merged wire simulating a submerged craft. Officials be- 
lieve it is possible to develop ground or water sending 
to a co iderable extent, although this is not yet an 
accomplished fact. It is not believed, however, that the 
present method of sending from high towers will be 
su , except for limited special purposes. The 
theory generally held until Mr. Rogers demonstratea the 
correctness of his views was that impulses hurled into 
the air from a radio transmitting station and deflected 
earthward became dissipated, as does a when 
they struck the ground or water. The ryland scien- 
tist, however, believed that the impulses flowed through 

earth as through the air and that it was only nec- 
essary to trap and measure them in the ground. Some 
of the main advantages of the Rogers system are almost 
negligible cost of construction, the intensifying of signals 
by —— the sending apparatus toward the receiving 
station and reduction of static interference. Because 
of the latter advance the Navy receiving station at New 
Orleans, where communication with ships in Southern 
waters swept by frequent electrical storms is maintained, 
uses the underground apparatus with marked success. 
In war a great advantage is that submarines receive 
messages while submerged. This is done by wires trail- 
ing in the water. Mr. Rogers was at work on his 
theory before the United States entered the war and 
had already interested naval experts. He offered the 
results of his work to the Navy without restriction and 
only consented to receive remuneration for actual time 
given in co-operation with the Government. At his re- 
quest the Navy Department succeeded in having his ap- 
plication for patents expedited. 
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Few AMERICAN Courts-MartiaL Like Tuls. 

At a court-martial convened at Camp Las Casas, P. 
R., on Sept. 16, 1918, Capt. Samuel H. Hodgson, M.C., 
U.S.A., was tried on charges that are most unusual, and 
with a final outcome of the case that seems equally ex- 
traordinary. One charge was that at camp headquarters 
mess on Aug. 10, 1918, he made statements in the pres- 
ence of witnesses regarding his friendship for Germans 
and in admiration of the German people and favoring 
the cause of Germany, with which this country was at

were the following: “All my friends in Mexico are 
Germans.” ; “I admire the work of the German spies” ; 


“My dearest friend in Mexico is Carl Heiman, who is 
now interned in Oglethorpe, Ga.”; “He was too patri- 
otic to keep a so they interned him”; “I admire the 
patriotism of the German people”; “The reason you 
have no German friends is probably because you do not 
know any Germans.” At the Union Club, San Juan, 
P.R., on June 1, it was charged Captain Hodgson when 
a civilian said to him, “Let us go to Mexico and 
some Huns,” replied: “Why not go to the States and 
kill some Americans?’ thereafter remarking that he 
had found the Germans to be the best citizens in Mexico 
and that he had many friends among them. Another 
charge was that on June 1 in the presence of a civilian 
he said he believed the German policy in Mexico to be 
the right one, and on the same day said the motion pic- 
ture, “The Kaiser—The Beast of Berlin,” was over- 
drawn, and that the “Kaiser is a gentleman,” or words 
to that effect. 
of all charges except that in which he was accused of 
having said, “Why not go to the States and kill some 
Americans?” and his reference to “The Kaiser — The 
Beast of Berlin.” He was sentenced to be dismissed 
the Army and confined at hard labor for two years.

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Naval Bria NIAGARA, 

Favorable report has been made in the Senate on §., 
3063, providing for the repair, preservation, care and 
future maintenance of the restored historical naval brig 
Niagara, Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry’s flagship in 
the battle of Lake Erie, and now the only one left of 
that victorious fleet of naval vessels, all the rest having 
been destroyed or lost on the Great Lakes. The Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania took from the bottom of 
Misery Bay, Presque Isle Harbor, where she had rested 
for 100 years, the hull of this historical vessel, rebuilt 
and restored her. The state of Pennsylvania failed to 
provide funds for the care and maintenance of this yves- 
sel and she was later transferred by the state to the 
city of Erie. It is now thought that this vessel should 
become the property of the United States, by whom she 
was originally built and under whom she fought, and 
that the United States Government should provide for 
her care and maintenance.

PurRcHASE OF RarzRoaD TICKETS BY ENLISTED MEN. 
The Secretary of War has issued the following com- 
munication regarding the purchase of railroad tickets 
for enlisted men at demobilization camps: “It is im- 
portant that provision be made at every demobilization 
camp that the men pass directly from the point at which 
they receive their final pay and fare allowance to a desk 
at which they can buy railroad transportation to their 
home town. If the physical arrangements are such 
that men accept the act of purchasing such railroad 
transportation as the logical next step to the receipt of 
fare allowances the result will be'that a very large per- 
centage will immediately purchase tickets. It is further- 
more suggested that through co-operation of personnel, 
morale and other officers emphasis be laid upon the im- 
portance of immediately purchasing railroad transporta- 
tion before there is any chance of losing the money and 
becoming a burden upon some nearby community.”

Combatant Divisions Demobilized. 


At his weekly interview with the Washington corre 
spondents on Jan. 18, Gen. Peyton O. March; Chief of 
Staff, said: 

“During the past week I have issued orders for the 
demobilization of the remaining half of the combatant 
divisions, so that now the demobilization orders for the 
United States include all the troops except those of a 
permanent character which I will enumerate. In each 
Infantry division, as I announced at the time of their 
formation, we put two Regular regiments of Infantry 
as a nucleus about which these divisions were to be 
formed, and these Regular regiments will be, of course, 
in the permanent military establishment and will not be 
demobilized as regiments. In addition to that, we still 
have in the United States the greater part of the Cay- 
alry of the Regular Army, which is along the border, and 
Coast Artillery troops in the seacoast defenses. There 
will be retained besides, a large medical personnel which 
will handle all the hospital facilities which we have con- 
structed all over the United States for the use of the 
sick and convalescent who return from abroad, and the 
number of officers and men necessary to handle those 
plants are excepted from the demobilization orders at 
this time. 

“There is also at each camp what we might call a de- 
mobilization detachment, of men who are selected to 
make the physical examinations of men, fix their papers 
and records, check up their property, handle their ac- 
counts, and handle the demobilization generally. These 
detachments are of selected men and, as far as possible, 
of men who want to stay in the Service, and their num- 
ber of course will be quite large because of the number 
of demobilization camps which are retained for the pur- 
pose of receiving the men who came back from France 
and attending to the details of demobilization. 

“There will be at the ports of debarkation, embarka- 
tion personnel, which will remain there also for the obvi- 
ous purpose of handling the debarkation of troops as 
they come in. Certain staff corps personnel—quarter- 
master men, and men of that character—who are nec- 
essary in the demobilization problem are also excluded 
from this order which we have now brought up to in- 
clude everybody who can be spared. The number of 
men who are still under enlistment contracts in the 
United States after all the classes I have indicated have 
been mustered out, will be gone over very carefully with 
the idea of bringing down the number to the minimum 
necessary to handle the demobilization of troops who 
are coming home from abroad. I mean, for example, 
with reference to the medical personnel, that we have a 
personnel large enough to handle everybody who is re- 
ported sick and wounded in France, and as that num- 
ber is cut down we will be able to cut down in the num- 
ber of medical personnel needed. 

Progress of Demobilization. 

“Reports show that, according to latest data on hand

Officers resigned and discharged 

“The number of men actually returned from France 
is 104,000; in other words, we have before us-for de- 
mobilization, 1,281,000 men, of whom we have actually 
discharged, up to the last reports received, 768,626. The 
number. of officers whom we have now dispensed with 
is 51,593. 

French Method of Demobilization. 

“Last week I said something about the different meth- 
ods used in England and the United States in the de- 
mobilization of troops. We have a report now of the 
method used in France, which is still a third method, 
being different from either the United States or Great 
Britain. In France, as they have universal military 
service, demobolization for them means going back from 
the colors to the reserve, not back to civil life as here 
and in Great Britain. Their idea is to demobilize by 
classes, beginning with the oldest men. They ordered 
the demoblization of the classes of 1887, 1888 and 1889 
to start with, men who came into the service in that 
year, passed back into the reserve, and were called back 
for the war, men of approximately fifty years of age. 
Then an order was issued demobilizing the class of 1890, 
and they are working. down, apparently, by classes of 
service, if we can call it that, releasing men from mili- 
tary service with the active list and putting them back 
for service in the reserve. In the classes they give 
priority to men on the basis of the number of children 
they have. A man who has fou: children or more is 
given priority in his class in demotilization; a widower 
with three children is advanced in the order in which 
he is passed out. French papers, of which we now have 
copies, indicate that they are having about the same 
difficulty with public opinions as in Great Britain as 
to the slowness of demobilization. The newspaper com- 
ments are sharp and interpellations in the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies follow up the same complaint as to the 
necessity for more rapid demobilization. 

Q. “Have you heard any complaints that we are de- 
mobilizing too fast?” 

A. “Yes. There are apparently two shades of opinion 
in America; one of which thinks the War Department 
is demobilizing too fast, and the other thinks it is too 
slow. The War Department is going forward, with the 
results which I have given to you to-day, and the ma- 
chinery which we have now organized in our demobiliza- 
tions camps has practically a maximum capacity of 
1,000 men per day per camp, and as there ary about 
thirty camps the maximum capacity is about 30,000 men 
per day. We reached that number two weeks in D& 
cember, but in Christmas and New Year’s weeks, be- 
cause of the holidays and Sundays we fell back 
markedly, but then picked up, and while demobilization 
is not now proceeding at the maximum rate it is pro- 
ceeding very rapidly. The figures which I have given 
you are very largely in excess of what has been done 
in any other country on which we have figures.” 


Casualty Lists Not Held Up. 


“Some statement has been made in the press that the 
War Department had directed the American Expedi- 
tionary Force to hold up the casualties toward the end 
of the war. At the opening of Congress in December, 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee had a hearing on 
the subject of casualties, and the War Department 
placed before them, and in the presence of representa- 
tives of the press, all the cablegrams that had been ex- 
changed with General Pershing fora period of six months 
in which orders were given to him in the most manda- 
tory form to send in all casualties, and in every ease 
the replies which were read indicated he was doing the 
best he could. Dr. Keppel, Third Assistant Secretary of 
War, was sent over by the War Department to find out 
why we were not receiving the reports more rapidly, 
and the facts that he developed in his experience in 
France were then given to the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, also in the presence of representatives of 
the press, and the facts of the case are perfectly well 
known to the people of the country and to all the jour- 
nals, and of course it is not a fact that the War Depart- 
ment issued any such order. ? 

“The Surgeon General called me up this morning and 
directed my attention to a newspaper editorial which 
states that the wounded men who are under reconstruc- 
tion processes, being taught useful employments, had to 
buy their yarn or other things which they were learning 
to use so that they would be self-supporting citizens 
when they got back to private life. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral says the statement is absolutely untrue, and that 
the Government pays for everything of that kind. If 
any man has been buying yarn he has done it be- 
cause he wanted to.” ; 

Q. “Some time ago there was a statement that thirty 
divisions would be allowed to remain abroad for the 
time being. Has there been any change in that figure?’ 

A. “The War Department does not contemplate keep- 
ing in France any such force as thirty divisions. We 
propose to reduce the force to the lowest. figure con- 
sistent with our international obligations and to bring 
back the men from France to the limit of available ship- 
ping. ‘ In that connection, I, will say that negotiations 
for the use of British, French and Dutch ships are pro- 
ceeding very satisfactorily, and we have secured a num- 


ber of ships from all those nations and have a very 
good chance to get a large proportion of the German 
ships which are being turned over to the Allied Powers. 


We have transformed some cargo ships in the United 
States—our own ships—into troop ships by putting in 
bunks and cutting holes for ventilation. We will bring 
back our men from France as rapidly as possible. We 
have no intention of keeping any such force as thirty 
divisions in France.”

ANNUAL REPORT, U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY. 
A Statement as to Hazing. 


The annual report of Col. S. E. Tillman, U.S.A., as 
Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy for the 
fiscal year 1918, is dated Noy. 15, 1918, but was not 
made public until Jan. 20, 1919. After a brief sum- 
mary of the intensive training methods practised in 
July and August, 1917, to prepare the first class for 
graduation on Aug. 30, in the course of which Colonel 
Tillman makes offeial acknowledgment “of the very ex- 
cellent and efficient service rendered that class by Pro- 
fessors Mercier and Allard of Harvard University,” who 
volunteered their services to aid in giving added oppor- 
tunity to the class to acquire facility in speaking the 
French language, Colonel Tillman devotes nine pages 
of the report to a very complete statement in the mat- 
ter of “hazing” at the Military Academy, including a 
historical sketch of that practice at West Point. 

Colonel Tillman reviews the circumstances. that 
brought about the investigation conducted by a board of 
officers in. September, 1917, of fourteen cadets, which 
resulted in the trial by court-martial of seven third 
classmen for violation of regulations regarding hazing. 
The report continues: “That conditions exist which ren- 
der such trials necessary is very regrettable, but. they 
are still present in the Corps to a certain extent, though 
being gradually eliminated. Unauthorized treatment of 
the entering class has never been entirely suppressed, 
though such suppression has been several times reported. 
The interacting influences involved in trying to bring 
about the right result in eliminating improper interfer- 
ence are very varied and complex, and it is exceedingly 
difficult to correlate them to the proper end without in- 
jury to and elimination of certain elements of discipline 
and training which are of unquestioned importance; 
however, the result should and can be obtained.” 

Colonel Tillman states that on his return to the 
Academy, after several years’ absence, he found a great 
improvement in the conditions referred to, largely due 
“to the efforts and influence of the late Commandant of 
Cadets, Gen. Guy V. Henry.” The efforts of the then 
commandant were based upon the idea of placing respon- 
sibility for the proper discipline, military bearing and 
conduct of the lower class for the first year more fully 
into the hands of the upper classmen than had been the 
practice at the Academy. It was soon found, however, 
that such responsibility, and especially the direct exer- 
cise of it, could not be left to the upper classmen gener- 
ally. Then an attempt was made to specify the orders 
and instructions which the upper classmen might give 
the members of the Fourth Class. The result was that 
“the authority given the upper classmen purely for cor- 
rection purposes in some instances glided imperceptibly 
into ability to inflict punishment.” The authority given 
upper classmen under the system now being tried over 
the Fourth classmen for the purpose of more rapidly 
bringing about and developing the proper military bear- 
ing has been more and more concentrated in the hands 
of a small number of cadets, until now it is intended to 
have it rest mainly with the cadet captains and a few 
other cadets and non-commissioned officers to assist 
them. 

“In conclusion it may be said that the method now 
being pursued in giving the early disciplinary training 
to the entering class is based upon sound principles and 
promises to retain nearly, if not all, the benefits of past 
methods while eliminating the objectionable features of 
the past. . . . The method differs from the past in 
that it oficially authorizes such control of the new ea- 
dets by the older ones as to bring about the desired re- 
sults which were formerly only reached through unau- 
thorized control, this control being countenanced but 
never openly authorized.” In making this study of haz- 
ing Colonel Tillman has come to the opinion that “the 
success of the method now in operation will depend 
upon whether men as young as our cadets can be given 
the authority outlined for them without abusing it 
themselves, or countenancing its abuse by their asso- 
ciates. As stated above, the war emergency which has 
hastened the graduation of the classes for the past two 
years has prevented any test or conclusion with refer- 
ence to this point.” 

The report also gives an historical sketch.of the prac- 
tice of hazing under different names from the time of the 
Civil War up to the present. It gives six reasons as 
among the chief difficulties presented by the problem of 
“the prevention of undue control,” these being: ‘First, 
is the tradition that it has always been exercised and js 
a beneficial factor; second, each class knows that its 
predecessor indulged the custom; third, many visiting 
alumni, with sons in the Corps, openly advocate, or at 
least see no harm in the practice and often attribute 
specific beneficial results in their own experiences to it; 
fourth, the families, and especially the female friends of 
the older cadets are all assured by the latter that they 
themselves were greatly benefited by the practice, and 
the former are accordingly fully convinced of its bene- 
fits and condemn any efforts to suppress it; fifth, the 
new cadets themselves, with very few exceptions, in a 
short time realize that the military discipline to which 
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they have been subjected. has improved their physicai 
bearing and appearance and are much disinclined te 
give information that would involve an upper classmar ; 
sixth, the fact that ‘hazing’ in various teva has been 
and is practised at so many educational institutions 
without most of the saving features which attach to 
the practice here.” The opposite argument is stated 
thus: “I'wo conditions until recently have been present 
in the practice, either of which is sufficient to demand 
that it should not have been allowed to continue. First, 
its continuance involved a distinct non-enforcement of 
all the academic regulations; second, there was afforded 
opportunity for discreditable, overbearing and inexcus- 
able acts upon the part of the upper classmen whose 
chargcters were not strong enough to save them from 
such misconduct.” 


Personnel and Corps. 

The official personnel of the Academy on June 30, 
1918, included ninety-five members, of whom twenty- 
seven were relieved in June. During the year a new 
permanent member of the Academic Board had been 
secured through the appointment of Lieut. Col. ©. C. 
Carter, to succeed Col. W. B. Gordon as head of the 
Department of Natural and Dxperimental Philosophy. 
During the past academic year 103 cadets were dis- 
charged for physical disability and deficiency in studies, 
sixteen resigned, one died, seven were dismissed and 
two dropped, ‘\'he number of cadets admitted in June, 
1918, was 317; number admitted from July 1 to Aug. 6, 
1918, inclusive, including ex-cadets who qualified on re- 
examination was 117, making a total of 434. June 
30, 1918, the status of the Corps of Cadets was: Seco: 
Class, 225; Third Class, 277; Fourth Class, 355; mak- 
ing a total strength of 857. At the beginning of the aca- 
demic year, Sept. 1, 1918, there were cadets in the 
Corps, divided among the classes as follows: Second 
Class, 226; Third Class, 285; Fourth Class, 429. Of the 
expected new appointees who would take up 
the course prepared for the Fourth Class with the inten- 
tion of graduating them all in June, 1919, only 263 had 
arrived at the Academy up to Nov. 15, the number still 
to arrive not being known. 


Progress on New Construction. 


Progress on new construction at the Academy includes 
work on the laundry, which is expected to be completed 
by this spring; foundation work for the additional wing 
of barracks; a new garage, which is nearly completed; 
additional mess rooms. Plans also have been prepared 
for necessary additions to the Artillery and Cavalry 
barracks; additions to the Artillery stables and gun- 
shed; and plans for the enlargement of the cadet camp 
with its increased water supply, etc. Colonel Tillman 
is of the opinion that the extensive building program 
for West Point should be carefully reconsidered in con- 
nection with our future Military Establishment and 
policy, and renews the suggestion he made fourteen 
years ago in the Service Journal as to the necessity of 
establishing another educational institution on est 
Point lines “for the preliminary education of officers 
when the number here should exceed the specified limit.” 

During the absence of Col. H. J. Koehler on detached 
duty, Major W. H.° Wilbur was in charge of physical 
training until relieved from duty last June, when Major 
W. E. Chambers supervised the work. It is noted in the 
Department of Tactics that the recommendation for in- 
creasing the number of Cavalry horses has not been 
followed out and that a new stable for 250 horses is 
urgently needed. In the Department of Practical Mili- 
tary Engineering Lieut. Col. George R. Goethals, Engrs., 
sueceeded Col. E. M. Markham on Aug. 31, 1917, Colo- 
nel Goethals being succeeded in turn, on March 26, 
1918, by Lieut. Col. R. T. Coiner.. Although the health 
of the cadets was excellent the Superintendent states: 
“T am firmly convinced that during the winter the ca- 
dets are too closely confined indoors and at least one 
hour a day shduld be devoted to some form of outdoor 
drill, signal drill, digging trenches in snow, regular 
marches, or some such work to maintain them in good 
physical condition.” 

Income of Cadets Insufficient. 

In the report of the treasurer of the Academy it is 
stated that “the increase in prices since the war has 
made it impossible for cadets to live within their income. 
As a result most of them are heavily in debt. On March 
31, 1917, the three classes present were $75,844.73 in 
debt. Congress has thus far refused to grant a much- 
needed increase in pay and ration allowance. The treas- 
urer prints a list of twenty-five articles of dress used by 
the cadets showing the advance in cost of them from 
1914 to the time of the report. He also states: “The 
rise in price of foodstuffs has been steady and still con-. 
tinues. The cost of board in 1914 was $19.49 per 
month; in 1917, $22.98; in 1918, $29.19. The per diem 
cost of board at the present time is about $1.00. To 
cover this the cadet is receiving from the Government a 
ration allowance of forty cents a day. An attempt, 
thus far without result, is being made to secure an in- 
crease.” The report especially notes the work of the 
Quartermaster’s Department under Col. E. J. Timber- 
lake; the successful administration of the Superintend- 
ent’s office by Lieutenant Colonel Ganoe, the adjutan 
and “the faithful, untiring and efficient service rend 
to the Academy by Mr. Isaac A. Boyle, the chief clerk.” 
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THE TRIUMPH OF WEST POINT. ‘ 
[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 


We recall that, at the beginning of the war, when the 
country was bewildered by the magnitude of the task, 
and when all sorts of schemes for the raising of volun- 
teer armies under volunteer commanders were being pro- 
posed, we urged the Government to place the conduct of 
the war in the hands of the men who had been trained 
for war. Admitting that a West Point training, and 
service in a Regular Army having so little experience in 
warfare on a large scale as ours, might not produce a 
great general, yet it seemed reasonable to assume that 
the men who had devoted their lives to the study and 
practice of the science of war would know more about it 
than any civilian. The blunders of our past experience 
with political generals, we thought, should be avoided, 
the General Staff be given the direction of organization 
and trained soldiers placed in command. It is well 
that that policy was adopted. From the beginning to 
the end the science of warfare has been applied by scien- 
tific soldiers who knew their business. n the fighting 
side there have been no mistakes. Large numbers of 
subordinate officers had necessarily to be drawn from 
civil life, but they were picked and trained as never be- 
fore in our history. Political, social or financial influ- 
ence had little to do with commissions, nothing what- 
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ever as a Tule. Men who were = commands had to 
prove their merit. It was only in the matter of equip- 
ment and supplies that serious mistakes were made, and 
the Regular Army was responsible for few of these. 

In France every high Army commander was & Ppro- 
fessional soldier. Pershing, Liggett, Bullard, Wright, 
Read, Bundy, Dickman, Cameron, are all West Point 
men, soldiers who have seen long service in the vari 
fields of activity of our little Army. These officers com- 

red favorably with the best that Europe. produced. 

‘or the training of our American officers is thorough 
and it is continuous. West Point has no superior as a 
military school, but is only the starting place of an 
American Army officer's education. As long as he is 
in the Service he must study, and at the beginning of the 
war in Europe the American officers were as thoronghly 
grounded in military science as any German, Frenc 
or English officer, The work of organization, of train- 
ing, of equipment, of supply, and, finally, the fighting, 
of our Army in France is one of the greatest achieve- 
ments in military history. It is an achievement of sci- 
ence, directed by scientific soldiers. It is the supreme 
triumph of West Point and Leavenworth.

DEATH OF A MORO CHIEFTAIN. 

The many Army and Navy officers who have enjoyed 
thé acquaintance and hospitality ‘of Datu Hadji Abdullah 
Nufio will be surprised and grieved to learn of the death 
of this remarkable man, which occurred at his home, 
Taluksangay, Sakol Straits, Zamboanga District, Min- 
danao, Philippine Islands, on May 22,1918. The funeral 
ceremonies were commensurate with the importance of 
the occasion, the high official position of the chief, his 

“eommanding influence among his people and the wide- 
epread feeling of loss throughout the province. The 
leading officials of the Provincial Government attended 


the funeral. 

From the very beginning of American occupation in 
the southern Philippines the Hadji placed himself in 
line with the Government’s policy and sought in every 
way to direct his people accordingly. In this respect he 
succeeded as did no other Moro headman. Whatever 
the occasion, in the interest of the public service, he was 
foremost in contributing to the success of the scheme 
by all means in his power, being lavish of his time, his 
money and also of his property and labor. 

The Hadji made of the rancheria of Taluksangay, after 
the advent of full American authority, a model town as 
to sanitary and industrial conditions, and as to respect 
for the requirements of law and good order. The Datu 
Hadji was a devout Mohammedan and Islamite, his de- 
votion to that faith being based on thorough instruction 
at Mecca and a prolonged and intelligent study of the 
Quran. The mosque at Taluksangay, erected under his 
personal supervision after prolonged effort and consid- 
erable expense, was altogether the finest structure of its 
kind in the southern Philippines. A photograph and 
description of this church was filed in May, 1913, at the 
Palace of the Sheikh-ul-Islam (the Pope of the Moham- 
medans) in Ystamboul, Constantinople, and théreafter 
received the blessing of the Sultan of the Ottoman Em- 
pire as the Commander of all the Faithful. Sultan 
Mehmed V. presented the Moros for the proper furnish- 
ing of the interior of the mosque at Taluksangay a num- 
ber of expensively framed illuminated tablets of extracts 
from the Quran in Arabic which were placed in the 
mosque with due ceremony in January, 1914. 

Datu Abdullah early made the customary pilgrimage 
to the Mohammedan shrine at Mecca and became in con- 
sequence a Hadji. While a strong supporter of the Mo- 
hammedan Panditi schools, in order to perpetuate among 
the Moro people an intelligent understanding of their 
faith and a practical knowledge of its application to the 
daily affairs of life, he nevertheless insisted upon the in- 
troduction and loyal maintenance of the American pub- 
lie school system. He also favored the mental and voca- 
tional education of Moro women, but warned his people 
against any form of instruction which would result in 
discontent with home life and the responsibilities of the 
family. The Hadji earnestly held that a well-ordered 
family was the foundation of good citizenship and the 
prosperity of every community. He devoutly wished that 
all Moros become loyal American citizens and held that 
euch citizenship could best be secured and maintained 
by them through faithful observance of the tenets of the 
Quran. He desired all of the Moro people to fully ap- 
preciate the justice and beneficence of the American 
government in securing for the natives of the Philip- 
pine Islands, by the terms of the treaty of Paris of De- 
cember, 1898, the inestimable right to worship accord- 
ing to their own faith and convictions. 

The Hadji deplored the occurrence of the world war 
that burst ypon the Christian nations in August, 1914, 
not only because it broke off all connection with the 
Shrine and schools of Islamic instruction at Mecca, but 
more than all that the great conflict interfered with the 
Peaceful progress of so many nations and resulted in such 
a ruthless destruction of both life and property. The 
Moros offered their services to join the American troops 
in France and were anxious to make any sacrifice deemed 
mecessary for permanent peace. 

_ Born about seventy years ago on the island of Balan- 
gingi in the Sulu Archipelago, the Hadji came from a 
amily and a locality noted for its fierce piratical lead- 
ers. He was captured on that island by the Spaniards 
when that stronghold fell to Spanish arms, and many 
others with him were exiled to the Isabela Province in 
the island of Luzon. While there the Hadji acquired 
the Spanish language and expert knowledge in the culti- 
vation and curing of tobacco. On the acquisition of the 
Philippines by_ the United States the Datu changed his 
residence to Sakol Straits and became chief of the 
rancheria of Taluksangay. His strong personality, 
marked qualities of leadership, quick intelligence, agree- 
able manners and genuine hospitality made him a power- 
ful influence among all classes of people. He was genu- 
inely the Abraham Lincoln of the Moros, and his pass- 
ing deserves more than an ordinary chronicle. His 
worthiness and deeds of excellence and loyalty rose far 
above the accomplishments of the average man of his 
race. His name and public services deserve to be per 
petuated by appropriate recognition on the part of the 
Government and to serve as an incentive for the well- 
doing of other Moros.

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APPEAL FROM FRANCE TO RIFLEMEN. 


The town of Lochrist-Hennebont, in France, wishes to 
install a rifle range, and “Les Enfants de Lochrist- 
Hennebont,” a society for gymnastics and military rifle 
practice, is endeavoring to carry out the project. From 
its director, Sergt. Henry Le Squer of the French 91st 
Infantry Regiment, who is on detached duty at the in- 
struction center at Auray (Morbihan), we receive an 
appeal to the American public to assist in the matter, 
addressed especially to societies in this country inter- 
ested in sports. He writes (we translate) : 

“From the experience Phave derived from this war I 
find myself under a pressing obligation to create in the 
neighborhood of Lochrist a firing range for my society. 
We are distant from Lorient fourteen kilometers, Lori- 
ent being the nearest center where a firing range exists. 
The result for us is that there are many inconveniences 
both from the number of societies existing at Lorient 
and its environs and from the great distance which sep- 
arates us from this town and which occasions for us a 
loss of precious time. It is for these reasons that in ac- 
cord with the council of administration I have decided 
on the creation at Lochrist of a long-distance firing 
range. The estimate for this range amounts to about 
30,000 francs. I have made an appeal to all the societies 
in France interested in sports from which I could hope 
for aid. I have addressed myself to the union of gym- 
nastic societies in France and to the union of shooting 
societies, to the federal societies, regional, departmental, 
ries I have been able to get together in this way 22,000 
rancs. 

“I see no further societiés in France that I may ad- 
dress, and it is for this reason that I have decided to 
make an appeal to the generosity of our good American 
friends as I am making an appeal to our faithful allies 
the English. In addressing this request to you, the man- 
ager of a great American organ, be assured that I do 
not seek a large sum. LEvery quota, however small it 
may be, will be welcome, and will earn from us as sin- 
cere and profound a gratitude as a large quota. Al- 
though still mobilized, I can, without difficulty, occupy 
myself actively in the reconstruction of my society, to 
which I wish to give, upon my demobilization—which 
cannot be long delayed—my new and energetic efforts. 

“T beg you, sir, to be good enough to pardon my ad- 
dressing this request to you, but I have so much at 
heart and I am so firmly determined to carry on well the 
eminently patriotic work that I have undertaken that I 
have not hesitated to make it. I shall be doubly obliged, 
sir, if you will have the extreme courtesy to make known 
to me the name of the American societies interested in 
sports which I might address with some chance of suc- 
cess and I express in advance my extreme thanks. 

“Be good enough, I beg, Monsieur the Director, to ac 
cept the assurance of my heartiest consideration.

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APPEAL FOR DISABLED OFFICERS. 


To THE Eprrog OF THE ArMy AND NAvy JOURNAL! 

The National Defense Act, Section 37, reads: “For 
the purpose of securing a reserve of officers available 
for service as temporary officers in the Regular Army 

+ « « there shall be organized: . . - an Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the Regular Army. .. . The com- 
missions of all officers . . » shall be in force for q 
period of five years unless sooner terminated in the dis- 
cretion of the President.” The corps is formed and its 
officers commissioned for five years. Then comes the 
war and they are called into active service with the Reg- 
ular Army, doing duty as Regular Army officers; then 
follows the “unification order” by which all officers are 
brought to one common level and all become U.S.A, 
And by a recent decision the commissions of all hereto- 
fore Reserve officers are construed as having been re- 
duced from five years to “for the emergency” although 
these Reserve officers accepted their commissions in good 
faith upon the five-year basis and most of them, at least, 
have rendered very efficient service. When discharged 
at termination of “the emergency” they become civilians, 
subject to reappointment in the Reserve Corps (pro- 
vided they pass the physical examination). But how 
about the officer who has become disabled by wound or 
disease incident to the service? 

The National Defense Act provides that Reserve offi- 
cers shall not be eligible for retirement or retired pay, 
while the War Insurance Act provides a small amount 
to general and private alike, notwithstanding the dif- 
ference in stations in life occupied. I submit that as 
a matter of law and justice when the Unification Act 
reduced the five-year term of Reserve officers and placed 
all officers in the one Army it automatically killed the 
provisions denying retirement pay. If they were all one 
Army, all on one footing and fighting or working to- 

ether in one common cause then all officers, whether 
Rosales, Reserve, National Army or National Guard 
who became disabled in such service should also be 
upon an equal footing. 

Our Government is too big, too wealthy and too 
proud to subject disabled officers to actual want and 
suffering with a small pension. I have no idea it wag 
ome on and seta ob te tee beam at We 

i an not by the Secretary of War, 
[emake this statement’ with implicit confidence in the 
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many officers are dependent upon 
their Army pay and many of them stationed at Army 





.two months pay per year. 
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posts in this country have their families with them. 
Under existing plan any officer may be discharged by 
telegraph without a moment’s notice with four cents 
per mile to take the officer home. Being discharged he 
must vacate Government quarters; he simply receives 
his pay to date, and in the case of accountable officers 
their last month’s pay is withheld so that he receives 
nothing but mileage for himself, with his commissary 
and other bills unpaid. Which means that he can 
neither move nor remain. Surely such a condition of 
affairs was never intended? Many of these officers in 
entering the Service burned their bridges behind them, 
and if they are to be unceremoniously discharged they 
should be given a bonus in pay to at least let them Jeave 
as gentlemen and have funds with which to readjust 

ir business affairs. An officer disabled in the Ser- 
vice through disease should be placed in the Regular 
Army where he may get best of treatment and care and 
be enabled in the end to render efficient service pro- 
vided, of course, his efficiency rating justifies it. In 
other words where the rating is high, physical examina- 
tion should be waived if the officer is not crippled, while 
ether provision may be made for the cripples.

THE NAVAL AUXILIARY RESERVE. 

To THe Eprror oF THE ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I note that Mr. Britten introduced a bill in Congress, 
H.R. 13340, to confirm all officers of the Fleet Reserve 
without examination in their present rank. I believe 
during the early part of the year, when the National 
Naval Volunteers were transferred to Class No. 2, U.S. 
N.R.F., that they also were confirmed by Congressional 
action in the rank they held at the time, without exame 
ination. 

But there is still another class of Reserve officere 
that, to date, I have yet to hear of anyone trying to do 
anything for, and seldom, if ever, mentioned; I refer to 
Class No. 3 or the Naval Auxiliary Reserve. When the 
N.N.V. were transferred to Class No. 2, and confirmed, 
that called for two months base pay as retainer pay 
per year. Class No. 2 men, as a whole, will more than 
likely return to their pre-war vocation and draw their 
Class No. 8 men, who are 
the ones that will be expected to keep to the sea, are, if 
they are fortunate enough to pass examination for éon< 
firmation, to receive as an inducement to keep to thé 
sea, one month’s base pay per year as a retainer. 

During the war, I believe, I can safely say, officers 
on the troopships ether than the Regular Establish- 
ment were almost without exception merchantmen—< 
Class No. 3. The supply ships that were running acro 
were also Class No. 3. These ex-merchantmen didn’ 
have any swivel chair jobs. I think that they camé 
pretty near making good wherever placed. 

Don’t you think that, in all fairness, the officers of 
Class No. 3 who held their rank afloat and in active 
service from the time of the beginning of the war—or 
even from the first of the year to the time of signing of 
the armistice—should also be confirmed without exam- 
ination in their present rank and also be entitled to 
two months base pay retainer fee? All other officers of 
Class No. 3 who are confirmed should also receive the 
two months base pay retainer instead of one month, 
Those of us who went into the game early feel that we 
ought to have some consideration, and not be ignored 


entirely.

SALUTES AND THE WHARING OF UNIFORMS, 
To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

The low state of discipline of officers and soldiers in 
some of the cities is becoming so noticeable that I trus¢ 
you will publish this as a means of calling attention té 
this fact in order that proper corrective action may bé@ 
taken. Although it is natural to assume that troops in 





‘the national capital would be the best disciplined in thé 


Army, such is not the case. Saluting and the manner of 
wearing the uniform appear to be matters of inclination, 

The difficulty seems to be: (1) Greatly inadequate 
military police supervision. (2) Poorly instructed and 
negligent officers, who pass up the responsibility of eng 
forcing discipline. (3) Inability to distinguish between 
discharged men and those still in service. Many thoue 
sands were discharged before the red chevron was pre 
scribed. (4) Inability of military authorities to control 
the method of wearing of uniforms by discharged men. 

The remedies appear to be: (1) Increase the properly 
instructed military police. (2) Disciplinary education 
among officers. (3) Legislation making the wearing of 
the red chevron mandatory for discharged men still in 
uniform. (4) Legislation making the wearing of the uni 
form by discharged men conditional on the fact that it 
be worn as prescribed by Uniform Regulations in force 
at the time of discharge, the penalty for -violating this 
law and the preceding one being the forfeiture of thé 
right to wear the uniform. Let’s either do away with 
the order prohibi wearing overseas caps or enforce it 
Chevrons indicate t a man has been overseas. Overe 
seas caps are unnecessary in this respect. 

Last, but not least, the kind of uniform isn’t so impor 
tant as the wey it is worn.

1. No unit of French or Allied Army is authorized to wear 
the Fourragére until a deeres granting such is published in 
Journal Officiel de la Republique Francaise. To date the only 
unit of the American Expeditionary Force granted this deco- 
ration is 8.S.U. 5—646.

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PROMOTION OF SMALL ARMS PRACTICE. 


The members of the National Board for the Promo- 
tion of Small Arms Practice met in Washington on 
Jan. 8 and 9 and unanimously decided that national 
rifle matches will be held during this year, and that an 
instruction period will be provided .for civilian teams 
prior to the opening of these matches. It was recom- 
mended that the selection of ammunition for the na- 
tional matches be by open competition and that the 
purchase privilege be restored to civilian clubs at rea- 
sonable prices. Tentative changes in the regulations 
governing the free issue of arms and ammunition were 
adopted which will make it possible for rifle clubs to 
draw modern military weapons and an increased aliow- 
ance of ball cartridges at the discretion of the Secretary 
of War. 

The meeting reaffirmed the previous recommendations 
of the board for the establishment of a Department of 
Small Arms in the U.S. Army and other measures eal- 
culated to standardize military rifle training methods. 
The association considered the feasibility of adding pis- 
tol and revolver work to the N.R.A. activities.

HonoraBLE Discuarce Button, U.S.M.C. 

Major Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
announces in recent orders that each enlisted man of 
the Marine Corps who may be honorably discharged 
from the Service, will be issued a Marine Corps honor- 
able discharge button. This button shall also be issued 
to each commissioned or warrant officer of the Marine 
Corps who may be honorably discharged from the Ser- 
vice. To each man or woman, and to each commis 
sioned or warrant officer of the Marine Corps Reserve, 
who has had three months or more of active service, 
there shall be issued one of these buttons upon honor- 
able disenrolment from the Reserve. In cases of men 
who served one year or more in the Marine Corps and 
were honorably discharged upon report of medical sur- 
vey because of disability mot incurred in line of duty, 
and not the result of their own misconduct; inaptitude, 
settlement of accounts or by purchase, buttons will not 
be awarded but the requests of the individuals concerned 
will be given special consideration and the purchase of 
honorable discharge buttons may be authorized by adju- 
tant and inspector. The honorable discharge button 
adepted by the Marine Corps is a stud button and is in- 
tended to be worn only with civilian dress. The face of 
said button is about nine-sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter, having in the center the Marine Corps device 
with an outer edge of white enamel bearing the words 
“U.S. Marine Corps—Honorable Discharge” in bronze 
letters. The button will be issued gratuitously by the 
commanding officer of the station at which the man is 
discharged, with his discharge certificate. The buttons 
will be furnished the different stations by the adjutant 
and inspector when requisitioned for, and hereafter will 
not bear a number. Ex-enlisted men who received an 
honorable discharge from the Marine Corps upon ex- 

iration- of enlistment will be authorized to purchase 

feetons from the contractor upon request to the adju- 
tant and inspector, who will issue the necessary au- 
thority in each case. 
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Arm Wrretess LINKED with LAND LuNE. 

The first instance of successful communication between 
an airplane-fully a mile over the earth and a regular 
telephone was recorded in Washington on Jan. 16. Con- 
mection over the Washington line of Chesapeake and Po- 
tomac Telephone Company was made with the office of 
Major Gen. W. L. Kenly, Director of Military Aero- 
nautics. While regular radio telephonic communication 
with planes in the air has been of frequent occurrence 
at fields, this is the first demonstration of the 
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combination of the radiophone and land telephone. Gen- 
eral Kenly, Col. F. R. Kenney and Col. C. ©. Culver, 
who developed the radiophone, were in the office of the 
Director of Military Aeronautics and talked with Lieu- 
tenant Lucas, who was piloting a plane from Bolling 
Field. The two links in the line were the radiophone 
from the plane to a small station at the field and the 
city telephone system from the field*to General Kenly’s 
office. ‘The conversion of radio to direct wire was made 
automatically at Bolling Field station with apparatus 
devised by members of the Air Service radio branch un- 
der the direction of Colonel Culver. With. the audibility 
of the modern transcontinental system, Colonel Culver 
believes there is no limit to the distance over which a 
man in a plane soaring high above the earth may com- 
municate wherever desired over land telephone. 
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AN InJustice To Cot. H. P. Hopss. 

The recent intemperate remarks of Representative 
Gallivan contained an implied slur against Col. Horace 
P. Hobbs, U.S.A., that the Boston Transcript, of Mr. 
Gallivan’s.own state, discovers. Its Washington cor- 


respondent comes to the defense of Colonel Hobbs, say- 
ing in_a dispatch of Jan. 20: “The speech of Congress- 
man Gallivan has excited much comment among Army 
men, who hold that the Congressman expressed himself 
loosely, not to say unjustly. The charge that the Reg- 
ular Army officers ‘would run from a baked apple’ is 
deeply resented not only in the Regular Army but by 
officers of the Reserve Army, who testify unanimously to 
the bravery and efficiency of all the Regulars, both offi- 
cers and men. The mystery attaching to relief of Col. Ed- 
ward L. Logan from his command appears in no pros- 
pect of immediate solution, as the War Department con- 
tinues to refuse all information. But the suggestion that 
Col. Horace P. Hobbs, Colonel Logan’s successor in com- 
mand of the 101st Infantry, was not an experienced offi- 
cer does a grave injustice. “hey hand the commission 
and the salary that goes with the job to some fellow who 
never engaged with combat troops in all the period of 
the war,’ said Congressman Gallivan in a thoughtless 
reference to Colonel Logan’s successor. Colonel Hobbs 
has been an officer of the Regular Army ever since the 
Spanish War. He is a graduate of the Chester Military 
School, and some of his service has been of the most 
grilling character. He served in the Philippines under 
Leonard Wood, who selected him, although then’ only a 
second lieutenant, to command a provisional company of 
picked men from the 17th Infantry in the bushwhacking 
campaign in the Moro country, and recommended him 
afterward for bravery in action. He was instructor of 
the First Officers’ Training Camp at Fort Myer when 
Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, then commander of 
the 26th Division and under orders to go to France, sent 
for him to join his staff. General Edwards is known to 
have thought highly of the abilities of Lieutenant Colonel 
Hobbs, and when Hobbs was made a colonel in July, 
1918, Edwards assigned him to command of the 102d 
Infantry. When Colonel Logan was relieved Nov. 2, 
Colonel Hobbs was given command of the 101st,: which 
served in the thickest of the brief but bitter fighting until 
the signing of the armistice. He simply obeyed orders in 
accepting command of the 10ist, and he was in no way 
involved in the change of commanders.”

PARADE OF RETURNING DrvIsIoNns. 

Speaking of the question of parade by home-coming 
troops;.Secretary Baker said on Jan. 23: “We are get- 
ting to a place where divisions are being ordered home 
from France. We want te bring these divisions to the 
port nearest their place of origin, and as soon as the 
division can be shaken down give it an opportunity to 
parade and be seen in the nearest large city from which 
the men come. For instance, the Blackhawk (86th) 
Division comes largely from Chicago. I am hoping to 
be able to work out a plan by which a substantial part 
of that division can parade in Chicago. The statement 
has been printed that I wanted the Rainbow Division 
to come to Washington; I hope that will be possible. 
The 27th Division, I understand, will go to Camp Up- 
ton and then, no doubt, it will be brought into New York 
and allowed to parade. I am not trying to announce a 
fixed policy, because the physical conditions are very 
different. With regard to the Blackhawk Division, Camp 
Grant is a considerable distance from Chicago and the 
train arrangements for getting the whole division to 
Chieago will be very complicated and perhaps impos- 
sible.” 
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DEMOBILIZING THE Navy ABROAD. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, after conference with Admiral Sims on plans 
for the demobilization of the U.S. Navy in European 
waters, said in London on Jan. 21 that he was confident 
that, with the exception of about 3,000 men, the Navy 
would be out of Europe not later than Feb. 15. When 
the armistice was signed there were 70, American 
sailors in European waters, according to this Associated 
Press dispatch. On Jan. 21 there were approximately 
25, One of the present difficulties in complete de- 
mobilization is the uncertainty as to how many German 
passenger ships will be allotted to carry American sol- 
diers home. These ships will be operated by the U.S. 
Navy. The Navy is having little difficulty in disposing 
of the vast amount of material and supplies in France, 
England and Ireland. Material in England and Ireland 
is being sold largely to the British Admiralty and the 
British Air Service. In France the Navy is selling some 
material to the U.S. Army, while the International Re- 
lief Organization also is getting some. The Navy also 
has loaned 250 men for relief work in Belgium. Assistant 
Seeretary Roosevelt will remain abroad until Feb. 1. 
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INTERALLIED COMMUNICATION CONFERENCE, 

Six U.S. Navy officers will represent the United 
States at the Provisional Interallied Communication 
Conference which opens to-day (Jan. 25) in Paris and 
which bas been called to discuss the standardization of 
radio communication and to facilitate the exchange of 
views relative to the advancement of the art of radio 
communication. The Navy ‘officers who will attend the 
conference will include: Rear Admiral W. H. G. Bullard, 
former Director of Naval Communications; Capt. D. W. 
Todd, the present Director Naval Communications, 
Comdr. M. F. Draemel, who is in charge of the Code 
and Signal Section of the Naval Communications Ser- 
vice; Lieut. Comdr. E. G. Blakeslee, Communication of- 
ficer on the staff of Admiral Sims; Lieut. Comdr. H. P. 
Le Clair, Radio Material officer on the staff of Admiral 
Sims; and Lieut. T. A. M. Craven, of the office of the 
Director of Naval Communications. In the absence of 
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Captain Tedd, Comdr. E. B. Woodworth is acting as the 
Director of Naval Communications in Washington. 





CONVALESCING CENTER AT CHICKAMAUGA, 

A convalescing center is to be established at once 
somewhere in Chickamauga Park, under the immediate 
command of Brig. Gen. William S. Scott, commanding 
at the park. This was made known Jan. 20 after a tour 
of inspection by Major McLean of the Surgeon General’s 
Office, who has entire charge of the establishment of 
these hospitals in the Southeastern Department. It is 
thought that the hopital will be a large one, consolidat- 
ing several of the hospitals that are now being main- 
tained in camps that have been demobilized. ‘Trades 
will be taught all who cannot follow their pre-war oc- 
cupations, pay of the men continuing while they are 
learning, and so far as possible positions will be found 
for them when they are able to leave the hospital. It 
is thought probable that this new center will occupy 
os of the groups of buildings located in Camp Green- 
eaf. 





SEcRETARY Prorests Acarnst WALSH REsOLUTION. 

Secretary Daniels has written a letter to the chair- 
man of the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce strongly protesting against the joint resolution 
introduced by Representative Walsh of Massachusetts 
providing for the immediate detachment of the Coast 
Guard from the Navy and restoring it to the Treasury 
Department. Mr. Daniels pointed out that the Coast 
Guard is now, under. the war e 'Y, a part ‘of the 
Navy and that the Navy is performing the duties of the 
Coast Guard not only by the use of the Coast Guard 
vessels, but of vessels of the Navy adapted for the pur- 
pose. Hedisapproved of Mr. Walsh’s idea and recom- 
mended that under the existing conditions the resolu- 
tion be not adopted.

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Conscientious OpsecTors DISCHARGED. 

Through a memorandum from the Secretary of War 
to the Chief of Staff, dated Jan. 16 and issued on Jan. 
22, it was made known that 113 conscientious objectors 
who were general prisoners at the U.S. Disciplinary 
Barracks, Fort Leavenworth, were extended clemency 
in the form of remission of the unexecuted portions of 
the sentences of the offenders, honorable restoration to 
duty and their immediate discharge from the U.S. Army. 
This memorandum was issued by Mr. Baker after Judge 
Mack and Dean Stone had personally examined the 
cases of these men and is in line with the policy adopted 
by the department since the signing of the armistice to 
return to civil life such conscientious objectors as are 
not serving court-martial sentences.

Requests for information relative to the wearing of 
home service chevrons by persons not wearing the 
United States uniform, but who are in civilian occupa- 
tions connected wi the military service can all be 
answered by the statement that these chevrons are de- 
signed to be worn only with the regular uniform. Field 
elerks of the Signal Corps, and construction clerks with 
the Quartermaster Corps, being Civil Service employees 
and not in the Army uniform, are not entitled to either 
the gold service stripe for overseas service, or the silver 
chevron for service in the United States. The Army 
field clerks of The Adjutant General’s Department and 
the field clerks, Q.M. Corps, of course, wear the pre- 
scribed chevrons on the service uniform. 
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The twenty-fourth annual meeting and banquet of 
the Philadelphia Commandery of the Military Order of 
Foreign Wars, held at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, 
Philadelphia, Jan. 14, was a remarkable success.

He 
was born in Wisconsin, Feb. 1, 1886, and was a gradu- 
ate of the U.S.MLA., class of 1910. 

Major Thomas EB Bourchier, Coast Art. Corps, U.S. 
A., died at the Lutheran General Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, Jan. 10, 1919. 

Capt. Francis M. Gibson, U.S.A., retired, formerly 
an officer of the 7th Cavalry, who was among the few 
survivors of the famous battle with the Sioux: Indians 
on the Little Big Horn, Montana. iu June, 1876, died 
at his home in New York city, Jan. 17, 1919. Captain 
Gibson was born Dec. 14, 1847, in Philadelphia, Pa. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant, 7th U.S. Cavalry. 
from civil life Oct. 5, 1867, by President Johnston and 
was ordered to duty on the frontier, where the 7th Cav- 
alry was active in suppressing Indian disorders. He 
reached the grade of captain on Feb. 5, 1880, and was 
retired for disability in the line of duty Dee, 3, 1891. 
Captain Gibson, in the memorable fight against the In- 
dians under Sitting Bull, Crazy Horse and other noted 
chiefs, was with the battalion under Major Reno, econ- 
sisting of Cos. A, B, D, G, H, K and M, and included 
the battalion of three companies under, Capt. F. W. 
Benteen. All these companies had been sent by General 
Custer, commanding the 7th Cavalry, to make a sep- 
arate attack, while Custer was to make another attack 
with Cos. ©, E, F, Iand L. All officers and men under 
General Custer were killed except one Crow Indian 
scout. The companies under Reno, after leaving Cus- 
ter’s command, were completely surrounded by an over- 
whelming force of Indians, who attacked with great de- 
termination and were well supplied with arms and am- 
munition. They also advanced close enough to the be- 
sieged companies to kill and wound men by shooting ar- 
rows into them. Captain Gibson was with Co. H, in 
command of Captain Benteen, who was specially com- 
mended for his great gallantry. Reno’s commaid dug 
rifle pits and also made barricades of dead mules, 
horses and boxes of hard bread. The command was 
without water for sixteen hours during the steady fight- 
ing and finally fermed a line to a creek to fill canteens, 
the Indians pone off a number of men engaged in 
this work. soldiers fought ‘from about 230 p.m.

June 25 until 6 p.m. June 26,, when the Indians with- 
drew, as they had learned of the approach of a relief 
column under General Terry. The men uider Reno 
suffered a large number of casualties, and but for’ the 
timely arrival of General Terry would probably-all have 
been killed: ‘Captain Gibson’ I¢avés’ his’ wife, *Kath- 
erine, and daughter, Mrs. Catherine Gibson Lewis, and 
a grandson, Gibson Lewis. When the United States en- 
tered the war against Germany Captain Gibson was as- 
signed to recruiting duty in Brooklyn, where he served 
for more than a year. From 1895 until 19}2 he served 
as a Deputy Street Cleaning Commissioner of New 
York city. Funeral services were held over the remains 
of Captain Gibson on Jan. 19 in St. Agnes’s Episcopal 
Church, West 92d street. Burial was at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, Washington, D.C. The pall bearers 
at the funeral were Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, Brig. 
Gens. W. J. Nicholson and E. S. Godfrey, U.S.A.; Ma- 
jor Gen. Charles F. Roe and Col. N: 8S. Jarvis, N.G.N. 
¥.; Col. Edward P. Brewer and Col. Alexander R.

Capt. Washington B. Grove, Med. Corps, U.S.N., died 
suddenly at the naval hospital, Washington, D.C., on 
Jan. 21.

GOVERNMENT Rapro ConTROL BLOCKED. 

The bill introduced Nov. 21, 1918, proposing that the 
President shall requisition and take permanent posses- 
sion for the use of the Government of every radio sta- 
tion on land and on a permanently moored vessel in the 
United States or its possessions, was on Jan. 16 laid 
on the table by the House Committeee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries. This effectually postpones in- 
definitely any consideration of the measure during the 
present Congress. The action was on motion of Repre- 
sentative Bankhead of Alabama. Secretary Daniels was 
very deeply interested in this measure and at a hearing 
urged its passage and even an extension of its provi- 
sions so as to give the Government complete control of 
all wireless telegraph. 





-— 
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Sate or Horses POSTPONED. 

The cancellation of the auction sale of more than 
1,000 horses at Camp McClellan, Anniston, Ala., on Jan. 
20 caused much speculation as to whether the Govern- 
ment had changed its plans as to the disposal of draft 
and saddle animals contracted for. It was learned, 
however, that the sale had been merely postponed be- 
cause of the report that some of the horses had glan- 
ders. It is the policy of the Government to sell only 
sound animals and the auction was held up pending an 
examination of the horses for that disease. 
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KEEP THE U.S. NAVY READY. 

Within a few days the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs will report the Naval Appropriation bill for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1920. At the hearings on the 
estimates there appeared to be considerable sentiment 
among the members of the committee favorable to giving 
the Navy nearly all-it desires in funds to carry out the 
enlarged program founded on the three-year building pro- 
gram. What the disposition of the House itself may be 
it is impossible to forecast, but judging from the willing- 
ness of its members to applaud critical and over-critical 
speeches touching on war topics and incidents, the House 
may be in a receptive mood to consider facts that allow 
of no controversy, if for no other reason than as a 
relief from the controversial holidays it has been enjoy- 
ing. And of ‘facts the bill reported by the committee 
should convey a wealth, deduced from the testimony of 
the Secretary of the Navy and the chiefs of bureaus. The 
outstanding fact, however, is the necessity that Congress 
make provision for keeping the United States Navy 
ready in personnel. It was not completely ready at the 
beginning of the war against Germany, through no fault 
of its own. Its officer personnel, as Capt. Harris Lan- 
ing so eloquently impressed on the committee, was at 
so low an ebb that in order to meet the demands of the 
submarine menace our battleships had to be “robbed,” so 
that destroyers and all other small craft might be thrown 
into the onslaught on the undersea pirates. In consider- 
ing the bill it is the duty of the Congress to remember 
the solemn warning conveyed in the testimony of Captain 
Laning that the battleship fleet was stripped of officers 
until the situation was positively dangerous. That plan, 
radical as it was, had to be carried out; there was no 
other way to get officers for the ships needed immediately. 
The leaven of 2,394 officers, mixed with the splen- 
did officer material which came from the Reserves 
and the warrant officers, turned out a loaf that almost 
met requirements, to be sure; but the element of time 
which entered into the plan of building up the officer 
personnel in the emergency became possible only by rea- 
son of the stonewall British navy shielding our weakness. 

In war or peace such a situation should never be in- 
vited. If the enlarged fleet is to be efficient it will re- 
quire full complements of officers and men, the more so 
if the Secretary’s plan to have a Pacific and an Atlantic 
fleet is carried out. Captain Laning, who as the officer 
in charge of the Sfficer Personnel Division and later as 
assistant and acting chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
throughout the war has been in the best possible position 
to judge from experience the requirements for the Navy 
in officer personnel particularly, is convinced that with 
the new ships to be put into commission the next few 
years the Navy will require no less than 4,000 additional 
officers of the line. Secretary Daniels, on the other hand, 
has given it as his opinion that 1,000 will be quite 
enough. ‘The Secretary, quite commendably, is opposed 
to what he believes would prove too great a dilution of 
the officer personnel were more than 1,000 to be taken 
in. While his opinion will doubtless meet the approval 
of many of the Regular officers, for dilution might entail 
evils in the future against which it is well to guard, 
there still remains the problem of having the ships and 
equipping them fully to keep the Navy up to the Ameri- 
can standard. The Naval Academy will not turn out 
officers fast enough to keep abreast of the requirements; 
that fact is admitted. Then it would seem that the vast 
reservoir now available to the Navy to supply the short- 
age must be tapped and the “cream” taken to supply the 
deficiency. It is the only way in which to attain results 
and to guard against what evils of dilution there may be. 
The point was succinctly stated by Captain Laning be- 
fore the committe when he said: 

“T consider the work of the 2,394 officers we had at the 
beginning of the war in providing, developing and train- 
ing our personnel as the Navy’s greatest accomplishment 
in this war, and we should take advantage of their mag- 
nificent work and keep the’ Navy ready. We have paid 


the price in effort and in treasure, and we would be fool- 
ish now to waste what has been so dearly bought by 
allowing the Navy to go back to the condition it was in 
at the beginning of the war. It serves us nothing to pay 


billions for ships and then render them useless by not 
paying the millions to man them. Ships alone canrot 
make a Navy, or at least cannot make a fighting Navy. 


No matter how many ships we may have they count as 
nothing unless they can fight and to fight they must have 
personnel. In the last few months the Navy for tlie first 


time in my knowledge, or in yours, has been 
fight. Let us keep it ready by providing for th 
nence of the personnel.” 

The Navy needs, and will increasingly need, flicers 
and men; and it will use them all. It has now only 
2.552 officers. The Navy, new and old, will need a year 
hence upwards of 8,000, Wither these officers must be 
supplied, or the ships again “robbed” to spread the offi- 
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cers thinly over all the fleet, or the ships must practically 
be tied up at the navy yards and basins. The American 
people want their Navy to be the best in the world, in 
peace as in war; they want it always ready for every 
emergency. If the degree of efficiency the country de- 
mands is to be maintained, then it is for Congress to 
take the broadest-minded position in regard to supplying 
the funds and the legislation asked for by the bureau 
chiefs of the Navy Department. and in devising the best 
way, as pointed out by our Navy experts, to make certain 
that the Navy will be all the people want it to be, and 
that it will be ever ready to fight “at the drop of the 
hat.”

UNJUST DISCRIMINATION AGAINST NAVY? 
Secretary Daniels Would End Commutation Allowance. 

Though he prob.bly doesn’t realize it, Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels has shaken the officer personnel of 
the Navy from one end to the other by offering to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs an amendment to 
take away from the Navy and Marine Corps the com- 
mutation of quarters provided for in the Act of April 
16, 1918. At the time this act was passed the officers 
on shore duty received commutation of quarters and 
those afloat did not. ‘The bill was passed for the relief 
of the Army, because officers not serving with the troops 
had quarters or commutation and the officers in the field 
none. This injustice the act corrected. As the Navy 
receives the pay and allowances of ine Army, the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury decided that the law applied to 
the Navy, and the same allowances were made for both 
Services. The Secretary now proposes this amendment: 

“The Act of April 16, 1918 (Public 129) granting, 
under certain conditions, to every commissioned officer 
of the Army the right to quarters in kind for his de- 
pendents, or the authorized commutation therefor, in- 
cluding the allowances for heat and light, shall here- 
after be construed to apply to officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps only who are serving in the field as part 
of the American Expeditionary Force under the juris- 
diction of the War Department.” 

The only reason advanced by thé Secretary for this 
action was “that it would save us $11,346,235 in ‘Pay 
of the Navy,’ and $24,000 under ‘Maintenance, Quarter- 
master Department, Marine Corps,’ and . « Oe 
less adopted, will add $11,370,235 to my estimates.” If 
the Secretary’s idea is accepted by Congress it will mean 
that commutation would go to those few men in the 
Marine Corps and the Navy Medical Corps now serving 
with the Army of Occupation, and it would be denied all 
officers still afloat in European waters, who are prac- 
tically still at the front. It would deny commutation to 
the Marine Corps officers serving in San Domingo and 
Haiti, and would create that anomalous situation in the 
Philippines and other insular possessions whereby Army 
officers serving with troops in the field would have the 
benefits of commutation, while Navy officers on station 
at these distant points would get none. This is nothing 
short of discrimination against the Navy officers, and 
has no justification except the Secretary’s purpose to 
save some money. Officers of the Navy who have learned 
of the Secretary’s proposal are simply astounded. They 
are not in a position to protest, but mentally atleast 
they are trying to find some reason for the Secretary’s 
apparent animosity against the officers of his own de- 
partment. In many things the Secretary is quick to 
interpose opposition to cuts and changes on the ground 
that the war emergency still exists and will exist until 
peace is declared, but in this matter of cutting out com- 
mutation for the purpose of reducing his estimates, there 
does not seem to remain an emergency. It does not 
seem possible that he gave the question of the injustice 
his amendment would work very serious thought.

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AWARD OF DECORATIONS IN U.S. NAVY. 

The absence of announcements of decorations for dis- 
tinguished service in the Navy during the war has been 
frequently remarked, as the awards to officers and men 
of the U.S. Army have received country-wide publicity. 
It develops that the reason is because the Navy Depart- 
ment is awaiting authorization by the President, whose 
signature is necessary to make law the department’s bill 
governing the award of medals. As soon as the President 
signs the bill a board to consider awards will be con- 
vened at the Navy Department. 

The bill provides, first, for a medal of honor to be given 
to any person who, while in the Navy Service, in actual 
conflict with the enemy, distinguished himself by gal- 
lantry and intrepidity at the risk of his life above and 
beyond the call of duty; second, for distinguished service, 
a medal to any person while in the naval service of the 
United States, since April 6, 1917, who has distinguished 
himself by exceptionally meritorious service to the Gov- 
ernment in a duty of great responsibility; third, a Navy 
cross to any person who while in the naval service of the 
United States, since the same time, distinguished himself 
by extraordinary heroism or distinguished service in the 
line of his profession, such heroism or service not being 
sufficient to justify the award of a medal of honor or a 
distinguished service medal. 


Reports and recommendations which entitle persons to 
such-honors are already on file in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. In order that all claims may be considered, com- 
manding officers and force commanders are required to 
make full report and definite recommendations in regard 


to any act or distinguished service performed by any per- 
gon in the Navy, whether dead or alive, which may 


haye been brought to their attention. Such reports 
and recommendations will be forwarded through official 
channels to the Bureau of Navigation. Secretary Dan- 
iels said on June 22 that a number of designs for medals 
had been submitted to him, but that none of these merited 
adoption as the badge of honor. ‘The Navy, he said, is 
adopting a design which will be used for a long time, and 
it is the aim of the department to make it at once char- 
acteristic of the Navy and attractive, artistic and worthy 
the best traditions of the U.S. Navy. 
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DEPARTMENT OF AIR PLAN REVIVED. ° 


The plan to have a Department of Air with its 
head having a place in the Cabinet was revived on - an. 
22 by Senator Chamberlain, who made a statement to 
that effect, expressing the ideas of “the majority of the 
members of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs.” 
Mr. Chamberlain said that the creation of this depart- 
ment at this time was more important “than the Army or 
Navy because control of the air will be the decisive factor 
in the next war.” He continued: “The United States 
should profit by the experiences of the war with Germany 
and formulate a constructive program accordingly. We 
ought to continue to manufacture airplanes in reasonable 
quantities, but more than all we should endeavor to de- 
velop mechanical flight so as to be able, should the gmer- 
gency arise, to achieve and maintain control of the air. I 
do not think that this country should endeavor to keep up 
an air program to the extent aimed at while we were at 
war, but development in aeronautics more than in all 
other sciences bearing on intimate relationship to na- 
tional defense is absolutely essential. Otherwise America 
cannot hope to attain that position of supremacy in aerial 
navigation which she sRould have attained during the 
war had our executive efforts been properly co-ordinated.” 
It was to achieve the co-ordination on which the air 
problem in the future rests, he added, that he proposed 
the scheme for a Department of the Air. 

Senator Chamberlain’s statement that this plan is 
“more important than the Army and Navy” represents 
either very loose thinking or carelessness of expression. 
No single arm of either the Army or Navy is more im- 
portant than the other, and certainly not of both Ser- 
In the ultimate use of the Army and the Navy, 
which is combat, all the separate branches must function 
together or defeat will be their portion. It is very well 
known that the depth bomb was a very impressive factor 
in the conquest of the German submarines, but“no pro- 
fessional naval officer would seriously suggest the estab- 
lishment of a Department of Depth Bombs. If we are 
to profit by the experiences of the war with Germany, as 
Mr. Chamberlain very properly suggests we should, it 
will be wise for us not to overlook England’s experience 
in the matter of a separate Air. Ministry during the war. 
It was not until theNbeginning of 1918 that this depart- 
ment was added to the British system of government 
when the Royal Air Force absorbed the flying corps of 
the British navy and army. That this plan did not work 
with the smoothness and effectiveness expected of it was 
shown soon after the great German offensive of March 
1918 began, for it became necessary to create a separate 
organization in France known as the Independent Air 
Force. To add to this we have the official announcement 
from the British government that in Lloyd George’s new 
government the Royal Air Force is to be reabsorbed into 
the War Ministry. If this plan of a separate air min- 
istry and force had worked well during the war with 
Germany it is scarcely conceivable that the British gov- 
ernment or navy and army would have abandoned it so 
completely. 

The important fact about the whole airplane situation 
in connection with our Army and Navy is that it is a 
military problem and not a civilian one. The recently 
published testimony in the case of Colonel Deeds and the 
airplane scandal shows conclusively that civilian opinion 
was permitted to oversway that of our Army officers re- 
garding the publication of news concerning the output of 
airplanes, with the result the United States knows to its 
deep regret. And until the country recognizes the fact 
that the use of airplanes or other flying craft in war is a 
military problem solely, it is likely to have a revival of 
just such troubles as attended this whole matter in 1918. 

A complication in this plan to create a Department of 
the Air is presented by the bill (H.R. 14626) intro- 
duced by Congressman Smith on Jan. 17 for the purpose 
of creating an Aircraft Board under the authorization 
and direction of the Secretary of Commerce. This board 
would have control of all aviators other than those in the 
military or naval service of the United States, and with- 
out license from the board they could not operate “any air- 
plane, balloon or other invention or device for navigating 
the air.” The bill would create three commissionerships, 
one at $4,500 a year and the other at $4,000 a year each, 
so that it will be looked upon with favor, at least by 
professional office seekers. 
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PREPARING THE ANNUAL FORTIFICATIONS Brix.

Wak RE tics DISTRIBUTION. 

From every corner of these United States are coming 
appeals to Congressmen for War Department donations 
of German cannon and field pieces, and bills to grant 
these requests are pouring out of the Government Print- 
ing Office for Congressional consideration. Private pen- 
sion bills appear for the time to have taken a back seat, 
in this scramble for souvenirs for the home folks. Mr. 
Brodbeck, of, Pennsylvania, seems to have conceived a 
better proposition than the introduction of a separate 
bill to please each suppliant town and village. He pro- 
poses, in H.R. 14105, that there shall be an equitable 
distribution of captured war devices and trophies to the 
states and territories and the District of Columbia, pro 
rata as the total number of men serving from each state, 
territory and District of Columbia is to the total num- 
ber of men serving fro. all the states, territories and 
the District. He would so distribute all cannon, gun 
carriages, machine guns, minenwerfers, mortars, bomb 
throwers, flame throwers, gas projectors, and other war 
devices and trophies eaptured by our armed forces 
from the armed forces of Germany and allied na- 
tions, with the exception of such as may be required 
for experimental purposes or for actual use by the 
armed forces of the United States; and the further ex- 
ception of such of the devices aforementioned as may 
be required for display or for monumental purposes in 
Arlington National Cemetery and in cther national eem- 
eteries, national parks, and national monuments where- 
soever situated. In Italy the suggestion has been made 
that the military authoritics should give a number of 
Austrian cannon captured by the Italians to make 
church bells td replace those removed by the enemy. 
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OFFICERS FOR DESTROYERS. 


The Bureau of Navigation has recently issued in- 
structions to officers commanding. destroyers that the 
rule assigning seven officers to destroyers of 740 tons 
or more will be continued, but because of the short- 
age of officers belonging to the Regular Establishment 
not more than four of the seven will be graduates of 
the U.S. Naval Academy, and when practicable the 
number shall be less than four. During the war seven 
officers have been regularly assigned to this class of 
Navy vessels and many additional officers were also 
placed aboard them for training. In the rush of these 
extra officers to get out of the Service they have been 
crowding the homeeoming destroyers and practically 
making passenger ships of them. The instructions, sent 
by radio, were for the purpose of abating this difficulty, 
for by ordering all excess officers to the nearest receiv- 
ing ship to await orders the return of these officers 
could be better regulated. At the same time it will gia 
commanding officers of the destroyers an opportunity + 
cut down their complement to the allowed number af 
Naval Academy graduates and then pick the officers 
from the receiving ships to fill out the full complemen 
of seven. ‘ 
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DISCHARGES FROM Navy SUSPENDED. 


In reply to questions as to whether the Navy Depart- 
ment intended to suspend action on granting discharges 
to officers and men for a-few weeks, Secretary Daniels 
on Jan. 22 said that the Navy is not granting dis- 





“charges at the present time, and that applications for 


discharge are being held up temporarily. The reason for 
this, he pointed out, is that it will be necessary for t) 
United States to officer and man the German ships which 
will be taken over by this Government to transport 
American troops home. The Secretary stated that until 
it was definitely determined how many and of what ton- 
nage the vessels are that will be taken over by the Navy, 
it would be impossible to release officers and men. As 
soon, however, as it is possible to determine what com- 
missioned and enlisted personnel is needed to equip the 
German ships, applications for discharge can be consid- 
ered on their merits. 
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MISREPRESENTATION OF DISCHARGED oe 

Complaints have been reaching the Navy Department 
from all along the Atlantic coast that discharged en- 
listed men are without money and work in various cities 
and towns. Attention is directed to the fact that no 
man has been discharged from the Navy except by favor 
and after the man submitted good reason for his release. 
If in the above condition these men have either spent 
or lost the money received on their release and they are, 
says the department, playing on public credulity by 
misrepresenting the facts of their discharge. Enlisted 
men of the Naval Reserve are supplied transportation, 
as required by law; the men of the Regular establish- 
ment are transported to the naval district nearest their 
homes, so that the latter have, as a rule, ample funds 
to get to their home towns. No man was forced gut of 
the Navy, hence any representation by a discharged 
man contrary to this fact is not the truth. 
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Navy DistzyovisHep MeEpALs,

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HEARINGS ON ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Consideration.of the Army Appropriation bill was be- 
gun before the House Committee on Miltary Affairs on 
Jan. 20 and continued throughout the week. The hear- 
ings opened with Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, Director of 
Finance, and Lieut. Col. J. H. Adams, Chief of Sub- 
sistence. Colonel Adams explained in detail the vast 
amounts needed for feeding the Army and he declared 
that higher prices for food, following the dissolution of 
the Food Administration, were certain to be realized. 
Ten per cent. increase beginning next July had been 
provided for in his estimates. The Army ration, figur- 
ing on a basis of 500,000 men, costs now 48.2 cents ; add- 
ing ten per cent. brings it close to 53 cents. Among 
other reasons for the mecrease is the inclusion of candy 
in the ration. J 2 

General Lord continued his statements on Jan. 21. 
Chairman Dent said: “We have been proceeding on 
the theory that we are providing for an Army of 500,000 
men. We desire to know how you expect to maintain 
such an Army if you have more than that number in the 
Service after the beginning of the next fiscal year.” 


Estimating Army’s Strength. 


In reply the witness said: “Our instructions were to 
estimate for an Army of 500,000 men in this country 
on July 1, 1919. ‘The process of demobilization will 
probably reduce the force below that figure. But in the 
event of the estimates failing with the committee I have 
prepared a method of reaching an Army’s theoretical 
strength at a weighted average. It will give you an 
idea as to an Army of 1,000,000 weighted down to vary- 
ing strength until it reaches 200,000.” The tabulation, 
showing method of arriving at a weighted average of an 
Army of varying strength, follows:

Horse and Motor Transport. 
Col. R.: H. Smith, in charge of land transportation, 
was next called. He stated the total amount estimated 
for his branch was $38,184,150, based on ordinary con- 
ditions and providing for the transportation of troops 
in times of peace. Col. Letcher Hardeman of the Pur- 
chase and Supply Division was asked the amount of 
the estimate for draft animals. He said: “I am not 
asking anything for draft animals, nor for pack ani- 
mals. The appropriation, $213,885, is for Cavalry, Ar- 
tillery and Engineer horses. These are for remounts, 
and this sum is substituted in place of $1,876,000 as 
submitted.” As to the disposition of animals in Europe 
he said: “It is likely they will be disposed of there. 
They are largely draft horses. The average price paid 
in France for Cavalry horses was $267.54: light Artil- 
lery horses; $295.71; heavy Artillery, $377.38; lead 
mules, $308.33; pack mules, $254.55. All animals pur- 
chased in France were fair and good looking. It would 
undoubtedly be better to sell them there.” The average 
price in France during fiscal year 1918 was $267. The 
price paid in America during the same year was: Cay- 
airy, $161.71; light Artillery, $188.21; heavy Artil- 
lery, $221.95; wheel mules, $228.86; lead mules, $139.88 ; 
pack mules, $184.24. 
Brig. Gen. Charles B. Drake, Chief of the Motor 
Transport Corps, stated the amount estimated for his 
department was $18,141,290, to be expended for outfit- 
ting and repairs. No new purchases are included in 
this estimate. Col. W. H. Noble, Motor Transport 
Corps, described the method by which it is intended to 
dispose of the surplus automobiles on hand. There is 
an arrangement to turn over certain cars to the _Post- 
office Department without charge; other cars they may 
be authorized to sell in the open market. In the Motor 
Corps at this time, General Drake said, there are about 
88,000 men in the United States and 57,000 in the 
American Expeditionary Force. Their demobilization 
will take place gradually with the reduction of troops 
in camps—in proportion as their services can be spared. 


Embarkation Service. 


Col. H. H. Pattison, Embarkation Service, gave his 
estimate as $372,688,964.45. At the beginning of the 
war, he said, the Embarkation Service was organized 
to take care of water movements. It had been neces- 
sary to build up an organization, acquire vessels and 
convert a great many to fit them for use. When ready 
to turn them back to commercial service they will have 
to be put back to their original arrangements. If this 
were done at once-it would swamp all the shipyards in 
the country. It is the intention to return these vessels 
just as soon as they can be spared. We know how 
many troops there are abroad, Colonel Pattison said, 
and how many men we can bring home in American 
bottoms; also the capacity of foreign owned vessels; 
but we do not know how many of the foreign owned ves- 
sels will remain in our service. The capacity of Ameri- 
can bottoms is about 160,000 men, not per month, be- 
cause some cannot make a round trip in‘less than forty- 
five or sixty days; foreign vessels figure about 150,000 
men a month. That does not include vessels interned 
in the United States, nor vessels interned in Germany, 
Norway and Spain, nor ships secured from Holland. Of 
the amount asked for it i» intended to use for the re- 
turn of troops from France $324,654,000. As _to the 
cost to bring a soldier back from France, the nearest 
figure we have comes from the Nar it will approxi- 
mate about $95 per capita. Gens ‘nes is soon go- 
ing abroad to complete certain det + need settling.

eharges. It is expected to bring home in February at 
least 200,000 and increase that number progressively, 
Col. O. 8. Haight, Embarkation Service, next ex- 


plained his recent visit to New York to look into the 
matter of the condition of the wounded. He said there 
had been severe criticism in the newspapers as to treat- 
ment on their arrival in New York. He inspected hand- 
ling of the wounded on the Lapland, a commercial liner, 
where conditions might be worse than on a Government 
ship. There were 487 wounded, about seven bed 


cases, 
From the time that the ship docked until the last man 
was in hospital on Staten Tsland 


was only five houry 


-and during that time everything possible was done for 

the comfort of the men. Ambulances were in waiting 
and the more serious cases were immediately trans- 
ferred. It took seven minutes to get the patient into 
the ambulance and ten minutes afterward he was landed 
in a hospital in New ¥ork. About forty-eight cases 
were sent to Staten Island in two tenders, operated by 
the Government, and on which were representatives of 
the Red Cross. There was plenty of seating capacity, 
comfortable chairs; hot coffee and sandwiches were pro- 
vided. There were plenty of medical men. 


Purchase of Supplies. 

At the opening of the session on Jan. 22 General 
Lord presented certain changes in the phraseology of 
the present law which would greatly facilitate the ad- 
ministration of the Quartermaster Corps as well as the 
Finance Department. He also proposed methods that 
would simplify purchase of supplies by having all pur- 
chases made by the Quartermaster General’s Office. This 
would avoid duplication and provide one base of sup- 
plies and have one centralized purchasing: bureau. 

T. Thorne, Assistant Director of Purchase and 
Storage, was next heard, explaining Q.M. Corps meth- 
ods of purchase and supply. Speaking of purchases 
made under war conditions, Mr. Thorne said the hon- 
esty and intelligence shown by the men who bought the 
supplies are a credit to the country. When the war be- 
gan there was difficulty in furnishing clothing; sizes 
ran too small. Change was made in machinery and in 
September actual measurements were taken of about 
139,000 men scattered throughout the United States on 
a scentific basis. This gave an average from which to 
establish a scale of sizes. At the time of the armistice 
we had on hand 000,000 worth of wool. The sur- 
plus is being put up at auction. The first sale brought 
about twelve per cent. above the British price, the sec- 
ond six per cent. and the last about two per cent. The 
Government is losing heavily on American wool. Re- 
garding disposition of surplus horses and mules, . Mr. 
Thorne said he had been tified at the results of 
sales to farmers, despite the fact that a farmer hesitates 
to buy an animal from the Government because there is 
no guarantee behind it. Sales are also made to organi- 
zations, societies, etc. A may has been sent to Europe 
hoping to interest some of the Allied governments in 
the sales. Only the other day, he said, we had an order 
from Mr. Hoover for 750; shoes. The barbed_ wire 
on hand, some 45,000 tons, is too heavy for the use of 
the farmer or for general use. Of rubber hip boots there 
is a stock of something like 2,000,000 pairs which it 
would be better to sell back to the manufacturer rather 
thfin by slow sales. The quantity was not large, as they 
were very generally used and the life of a boot is not 
long, due to constant contact with barbed wire. The 
supplies for the Army in France on Dec. 15 last were: 

f meats, 92 days’ supply; flour, 97 days; beans, 66 
days; sugar, 63 days; coffee, 108 days. ‘These supplies 
were for 2,000, men. Other supplies on hand were: 
Wool coats, 1,117,000; wool overcoats, 710,000; 
2,274,000; undershirts, 3,262,000; underdrawers, 5,650,- 
000; heavy hosiery, 9,445, pairs; flannel shirts, 
2,743Q00; blankets, 1,017,000. In forage: Oats, 86 
days’ stock; hay, 24 days. In the matter of gasoline 
and naphtha we had 12,800,000 gallons. 

In the opinion of Mr. Thorne the officers of the Army 
were better equipped to handle the disposition of all 
the supplies than a commission of civilians. Nor did he 
believe in the cost plus system. It encouraged lavish 
expenditures and waste, he said. 

Brig. Gen. R. C. Marshall, jr., of the Quartermaster 
General’s Office, in charge of construction, explained his 
estimates, revising many of them downward. 

Lieut. Col. F. X. Strong explained the estimates for 
the Medical Department and said the item for medical 
and hospital supplies carries in round numbers $297,- 
000,000. Of the total asked for the department $7,- 
700,000 will be controlled by the Director of Purchase, 
Storage and Traffic. The estimates were based upon an 
Army of 500,000 men. 


National Guard Discussed. 


Brig. Gen. John W. Heavey, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, appeared before the committee on Jan. 23 to 
give the members information as to the National Guard 
appropriations. General Heavey made a strong argu- 
ment in favor of maintaining the National Guard: in 
the same form as it existed before the United States en- 
tered the war and urged that the increases in its strength 
authorized by the National Defense Act be carried out. 
“The value to the country during the war of the Na- 
tional Guardsmen cannot be overestimated,” he said. 
“At the time men were needed most the National Guard 
provided a force of 367,000 men and 12,123 officers. 
They have done magnificent work, comparing most favor- 
ably with the forces of any other nation. The efficiency 
of the officers was proven by the fact that of the entire 
number only 352 were discharged for inefficiency. The 
Militia Bureau strongly advocates universal military 
training, but believes it should be carried out in connec- 
tion with the National Guard.” 

General Heavey also recommended that a rider be in- 
cluded in the appropriation bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to turn over to the National Guard from 
the surplus supplies of the Regular Army equipment 
valued at $135,000,000. He said the General Staff was 
in favor of transferring the supplies, but was without 
authority to do so. He explained that if this equip- 
ment were turned over the appropriation for mainte- 
nance of the Guard would be reduced to $55,000,000. 
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CAVALRY BRANOH, ARMY EMERGENCY. 


After a year of existence, the Cavalry Branch of the 
Army Emergency Committee has submitted a report of 
the work accomplished. The membership of the organ- 
ization includes wives, daughters and mothers of Cavalry 
officers and a fe#r tends of the Cavalry, living in Wash- 
ington. There were at first ninety-four members. Of 
these, not more than twenty-five have been active, and 
many of the original ninety-four ay out after the 
first month. The object was to supply knitted articles to 
the enlisted men of the Cavalry, in the camps of this 
country. ‘The Red Cross supplied the troops overseas. 
On requests from commanding officers of Cavalry regi- 
ments, this organization supplied them as far as possible; 
the local Red Cross chapters supplementing. In many 
cases the organizations had been entirely outfitted by the 
Red Cross. 

The Cavalry Branch has supplied individual enlisted 
men of any branch of the Service who have applied for 
oo At the time of the epidemic of_influenza the 

alter Reed Hospital applied to it for sweaters and 
thirty-five were sent immediately, more being sent later. 
Trench-caps were supplied for men reaching Washington 
without proper head-covering on their, way to Walter 

tal; 250 stump-socks have ‘been sent to the 
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hospital. In all, 2,018 garments have been distributed, 
Of these 681 were donations, the remainder made by the 
members. 

The report of the treasurer, Elizabeth ©. Godwin, 
shows receipts for donations of $1,643.94; entertain- 
ments, $1,020.93; dues, $344; sales, $40.80; total, 
$3,049.67. Disbursements amounted to $2,266.17, .leav- 
ing a present balance of $783.50. The Cavalry Branch 
will continue knitting garments until their supply of 
wool is exhausted, and the balance of its funds will be 
used where necessity arises in giving aid to the enlisted 
men of the Sérvice, thereby fulfilling the function of 
the organization as an emergeney committee. Mary

General Pershing Summoned to Paris. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, commander-in-chief of the 
American Expeditionary Force, while on.a ten-days’ tour 
of encampments at the front was summoned to Paris on 
Jan. 22, according to a press message from that city. It 
is understood his presence was required in the solution 
of the question as to the status of the present military oc- 
cupation of Germany, on which the Supreme Council 
desires information from the military leaders. Mar- 
shal Foch, Field Marshal Haig and General Diaz, as 
well as the full membership of the War Council of Ver- 
sailles, are, of course, also to be consulted. 

Seventh Ammunition Train, A.E.F., Publication. 

In a recent number of the weekly publication issued 
by the 7th Ammunition Train, 7th Division, of the 
American P.F., established at Camp de Meucon, and 
which is dated Dec. 22, announcement is made that the 
name “Quads and Quadrupeds” has been given the news- 
paper.

73d Infantry to Stage a Play. 

The 73d Infantry at Camp Devens, Mass., proposes 
to put on a play in the Liberty Theater at the camp in 
the eurly days of February, which, it is believed, can 
be compared in all seriousness as a literary production 
to plays of a similar character offered by the Metropoli- 
tan syndicates.in the legitimate theaters and which will 
be comparable as a spectacle to the work of .the best 
Broadway producers. Probably nothing quite so ambi- 
tious has been attempted by soldiers before, even with 
outside professional assistance. Lieut. John F. Cono- 
ley, chaplain, T3d Inf., has written a romantic oriental 
drama called “Cho Cho Sin,” along lines similar to “Kis 
met” and “Chu Chin Chow,” which Col. James B. Kem- 
Per, commanding the 73d, is giving an elaborate and ex- 
pensive production. The 73d not only has its own play- 
wright, but it has also an able press agent in the person 
of Pvt. John W. Edelman of Co. FE, who was formerly 
dramatie critic of the Springfield Republican and has 
also written for such well known British papers as the 
London Daily Express and Daily Mirror. He writes: | 

“At the present time half the Plymouth (12th) Divi- 
sion, in which the 73d is included, is being discharged 
and this makes the work of producing the show excep- 
tionally difficult. Chaplain Conoley has made a brilliant 
geputation at Camp Devens, both as a priest and a pro- 
ducer of unusual entertainments. There is no question 
that had he chosen the theater as a vocation he 
would have made a big name for himself. The whole 
production is being designed and manufactured from 
the ‘props’ to the music right in the 73d Infantry regi- 
mental area at camp. The scenery is under directien 
of Pvt. O. W. Larkin, Med. Detachment, 73d Inf., who 
worked at Harvard in Professor Baker’s famous 47 
Workshop. The whole scheme of decoration will be in- 
tensely modern and gorgeously exotic. It will be no 
mere copy, but will strike a distinctive and original 
note. In the first big regimental show attempted by the 
73d last December a mine of natural histrionic talent 
was discovered among the enlisted personnel, and this 
is being further developed and trained for the new show. 
The talent will be almost entirely amateur in the sense 
that hardly any of the men were professional performers 
before entering the Service. Out of a cast of about 
sixty only four men will be ex-professionals. The solo 
dancer, Pvt. F. T. Le Mar Faster, of Springfield, is one 
of the ex-professionals, and he is not only a remarkable 
performer but has demonstrated that he can train a 
ballet chorus out of the very rawest sort of material up 
to professional standards of competence in a couple of 
werks’ steady drilling. 

“The female characters will of course all be taken by 
men. There have been many excellent troupes of female 
impersonators in military shows, but it is almost un- 
heard of that men should attempt to take women’s roles 
and give quite serious dramatic performances. Men may 
often burlesque women on the stage, but to take a wom- 
an’s part and make it dramatically convincing in a seri- 
ous production is something that the 73d is probably 
alone in essaymg. There will be comedy, rich and riot- 
ous, in’the play, but no farce, no ‘gagging’ and no cheap 
hoakum. [First of all, it will be a vivid oriental ro- 
mance; secondly, a large scale dramatic spectacle, with 
an original musical accompaniment. The 73d Infantry, 
in a dramatic way, is striving to do something more difii- 
eult than has ever been done before in the Army and the 
experiment should attract wide interest both in military 
and civilian circles.” 
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PROGRESS OF THE ALLIES. 


The meeting of the Allied and German Armistice Com- 
missions at Treves on Jan. 16 resulted in the prolonga- 
tion of the armistice for one month. The most impor- 
tant of the new conditions is that of supplying food 
to Germany and other-peoples of Europe. The announce- 
ment that the supply to Germany will be limited and 
that Germany must turn over shipping in German and 
neutral ports for the transportation of this food from 
America, not only for Germany but for other nations, 
created much indignation among the Germans, who 
thought they should receive cash for the use of their 
ships. The German commissioners were told very plainly 
that Germany must speed up on fulfilling the armistice 
terms regarding the prompt delivery of railroad and 
naval equipment. Additional large quantities of military 
supplies and guns have been found in forty large ware- 
houses near Coblenz by American officers, none of which 
had been listed by the German military authorities as 
part of the material to be turned over to the Allies, to 
whom it is now forfeited. 

Marshal Foch declared to newspaper correspondents on 
Jan. 18 that the Germans must in future years be held 
behind the Rhine, so that if they ever again decide to 
attack France the first battles would take place on Ger- 
man, not French, soil and between the Rhine and the 
French boundary. The suggestion met with intense pro- 
test on the part of Germans everywhere. 

The great Kropp gun plant at Essen has been com- 
pelled to turn out material for the United States Gov- 
ernment, parts for seventy-two incomplete cannon being 
required to replace part of the material which the Ger- 
mans sought to turn over to the American, but which 
was found to be incomplete. 

American engineers who have examined the coal mines 
in the Lens region of northern France, that were flooded 
by the German troops before’ their withdrawal, report 
that it will be two years before the mines are again in 
full operation. 

The fact has been made public by the British govern- 
ment, according to press report, that among its secret 
productions was a gun made to throw a projectile ninety 
miles. Its weight is given as 124 tons. The gun was to 
have been used in the bombardment of German cities, 
but the armistice was declared before it was brought 
into use. 

The Allies haye agreed upon a unified command of 
their forces in Russia. Gen. Jules Janin, of the French 
army, has been chosen for the post. Bolshevist forces 
heavily shelled the farthest south positions of the Amer- 
ican and Russian forces on the Waga river near Shen- 
kursk, on Jan. 21. They were also attacking American 
troops on the Vologda railway. ‘The Bolshevists were 
compelled to retire by Esthonian troops 160 miles west 
of Petrograd. Turkish troops who have been holding out 
in the holy city of Medina capitulated to the Arabs on 
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German arreies, for the of arriving 
at an independent estimsate of the actual physical dam- 


age inflicted by the enemy. Grand Duchess Marie 
Adelaide of Luxemburg abdicated on Jan. 15 in favor of 
her sister, Princess Charlotte Adelgonde. A movement 
is on foot in the duchy to establish a republic. An in- 
cipient revolution was quickly stopped without blood- 
shed by a handful of French troops some days before. 
_ General Pershing believes there will soon be decided 
improvement in the delivery of mail to the A.E.F. 
Leaves for soldiers of the force in France to visit the 
United Kingdom began on Jan. 15. 

It is reported a mammoth military Olympig meet is io 
be held in Paris in May or June, under direction of the 
American military authorities.

The 
French army and government has given its hearty ap- 
proval to the plan. The organization of a system of 
educational work among the officers and men of the 
A.E.F: is to be’ commenced ia Paris soon. 
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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
THIRD SESSION. 

The Senate on Jan. 20 passed S. 5279, to authorize re- 
sumption of voluntary enlistment in the Army. Under 
this bill so much of Sections 7 and 14 of the Selective 
Service Act of May 18, 1917, as impose retsrictions upon 
enlistments in the Regular Army, are repealed in 
so far as they apply to enlistments and re-enlistments in 
the Regular Army after the date of approval of this act. 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee on Jan. 21 
reported a complete new bill as a substitute for H.R. 
13274, “to provide relief where formal contracts have 
not been made in the manner required by law.” 

Secretary Baker on Jan. 22 asked Congress for special 
legislation to permit retired Regular Army soldiers, serv- 
ing as field clerks, to retain their retired pay in addition 
to their compensation as clerks. 

The House Committee on Pensions approves the bill, 
H.R. 13879, granting a pension of $5,000 per annum to 
Edith Carow Roosevelt, widow of Col. Theodore Roose- 
velt. Congress has heretofore provided a pension of 
$5,000 per year for the widows of Presidents Polk, Tyler, 
Lincoln, Grant, Garfield and McKinley.

On Jan. 22 Chairman Dent of the House Committee 
on Military Affairs received from the Secretary of War 
the promised “rider” to be added to the Army Appropria- 
tion bill, embodying the provision for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Army as outlined in the bill presented to 
the committee on Jan. 16 by the Secretary of War and 
General March. Before publicity is given to this rider 
the committee intend to consider it in executive session. 


War Risk Insurance. 

The House on Jan. 20 passed H.R. 13273, to amend the 
War Risk Insurance Act by adding to Sec. 210 of Article 
Il. a proviso 

That whenever the commissioner shall by further investigation 
or reinvestigation modify the existing award, no reimbursement 
from the person receiving an allowance shall be required for 
allotments and allowances already paid nor shall any deductions 
be made from allotments and allowances to be paid in the fu- 
ture for any change in award made in previous allotments and 
allowances, except where it is conclusively shown that the per- 
son receiving the allowance does not bear the relationship to 
the enlisted man which is required by the act and except in 
cases of manifest fraud. 

Bonus Pay and Retention of Uniform. 

The Senate on Jan. 20 passed the bill H.R. 13366 
which the House had passed on Dec. 16, permitting any 
person who has.served in the U.S. Army, Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps in the present war, upon honorable discharge 
and return to civil life, to 
permanently retain one complete suit of outer uniform cloth- 
ing, ineluding ‘the overcoat, and such articles of personal ap- 
parel and equipment as may be authorized, respectively, by the 
Secretary of War or the Secretary of the Navy, and wear such 
uniform clothing after such discharge: Provided, That the uni- 
form above referred to shall include some distinctive mark or 
insignia to be prescribed, respectively, by the Secretary of War 
or the Secretary of the Navy, such mark or insignia to be is- 
sued, respectively, by the War Department or Navy Department 
to all enlisted personnel so discharged. The word “Navy” shall 
include the officers and enlisted personnel of the Coast Guard 
who have served with the Navy during the present war. 
That the provisions of this act shall apply to all persons who 
served in the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps during the 
present war honorably discharged since April 6, 1917. And in 
cases where such clothing and uniforms have been restored to 
the Government on their discharge the same or similar clothing 
and uniform in kind and value as near as may be shall be re- 
turned and given to such soldiers, sailors and marines. 

The Senate added the following new sections providing 
a higher rate of travel pay for discharge and including 
the provision now carried by the Revenue bill in confer- 
ence, for one month’s additional pay on discharge. The 
Senate’s new sections read: 

That Sec. 126 of an act entitled “An act for making further 
and more effectual provision for the national defewse, and for 
other purposes,” be amended to read as follows: “Sec, 126. 
That an enlisted man discharged from the Army, Navy .or 
Marine Corps service, exeept by way of punishment for an 
offense, shall receive five cents per mile from the place of his 
discharge t& his actual bona fide home or residence, or original 
muster into the Service, at his option: Provided, That for sea 
travel on discharge, transportation and subsistence only shall 
be furnished to enlisted men.” 

That all officers and enlisted personnel of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps serving the United States in the war against 
Germany, who have been honorably discharged from the Ser- 
vice since Nov. 11, 1918, or who may hereafter be honorably 
discharged, shall be paid one month’s salary in addition to the 
regular pay heretofore authorized. 


To Grant Recommended Promotions. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has under 
consideration the bill introduced by Senator John B. 
Kendrick, S. 5190, “to grant recommended promotions to 
officers and men of the U.S. Army,” intended to relieve 
the situation created by the stopping of Army promotions 
upon the signing of the crmistice. It pravides that all 
officers and enlisted men of the National Guard, Medical 
Reserve Corps, National Army and Regular Army “who 
entered the military Service for the present emergency, 
and who, because of demonstrated fitness in actual ser- 
vice, had been recommended for promotion by their duly 
qualified superior prior to Noy. 11, 1918, shall, if honor- 
ably di ed prior to the ae a treaty of peace 
between od poy nee rte A of ame - the 
governmen Germany ustria-Hungary, dis- 
charged in the rank to which they had been recom- 


mended: Provided, That nothing in this act shall bs 
construed to prevent the promotion of any officer or 
enlisted man _ who, in the judgment of the Secretary of 
War, should have higher rank than that to which recom- 
mended: Provided further, That the benefits of this act 
shall not extend to any officer or enlisted man who, tn 
the judgment of the Secretapy of War. is not entitled to 
the recommended promotion.” A correspondent who calls 
attention to the merits of the bill writes: “As you are 
aware, the War Department orders issued immediately 
after the signing of the armistice stopped all promotions 
in all branches of the Army, even in the cases of men 
who had previously been recommended for meritorious 
service. Senator Kendrieck’s bill, if enacted, would pro- 
vide for all such men when discharged to leave the Ser- 
vice in the grade to which they have been recommended. 
The bill has the advantage of not entailing any added 
expense to the Government for increased salaries, while 
at the same time giving officers and men the recognition 
which they have won.” 
Supplemental Estimates. 

The Secretary of the Navy submits supplemental esti- 
mates of appropriation required by the Navy Department 
for the fiscal year 1919 as follows: Contingent expenses, 
Navy Department, $2,570.84; Naval emergency fund, 
$33,313,872.07. 

The Secretary of the Treasury transmits supplemental 
estimates of appropriation required by the War Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year 1920, aggregating $67,246,692.75. 
Of this amount fortifications and other works of defense 
call for a total of $40,126,561, while for Arsenals, mili- 
tary posts, public grounds of District of Columbia and 
disposition of remains of officers, soldiers, civilian em- 
ployees, etc., the total estimate is for $27,120,131.75, of 
which $19,429,627 is for disposition of refaains. 

The Secretary of War submits supplemental estimate 
of appropriation required by the War Department for 
the fiscal year 1920 totaling $178,177,892.79. The de- 
sired appropriations are for the following: Chief of 
Staff, $105,570.50; Chief Signal Officer, Washington- 
Alaska Military and Telegraph System, $261,335; Divi- 
sion Military Aeronautics, Air Service, military, $172,- 
261.53; general appropriation, Quartermaster Corps, 
$159,008,171.16 ; Engineer Department, $3,557,783 ; Ord- 
nance Department, Ordnance service, $2,618,360.60; 
Militia Bureau, $8,004,411; Director Tank Corps, $4,- 
450,000.

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NEW SHIPS FOR U.S. NAVY. 

Secretary Daniels has signed plans for Repair Ship 
No. 1 and Transport No. 2, included in the three-year 
program of Aug. 26, 1916, and directed to be begun prior 
to July 1, 1919. The repdir ship has been designed after 
careful study of the functions performed by similar ships 
in the European war. The vessel represents a modern, 
floating repair plant capable of taking care of all the 
ordinary repairs of the vessels of the fleet, including 
battleships and battle cruisers. The repair plant con- 
sists of a machine shop, brass and iron foundry, boiler 
and blacksmith shop, coppersmith shop, pipe and sheet 
metal shop, pattern shop and carpenter shop, electrical 
shop, drifting room, optical-shop and gyro-testing room. 
The repair ship is about 484 feet long over all with a 
beam of seventy feet aid draft of nineteen feet, displac- 
ing about 10,000 tons. The battery consists of four 
5-inch guns and four 3-inch anti-aircraft guns. 

The Transport has been designed after a careful study 
of the service of the present transport, Henderson, dur- 
ing the European war. It is essentially a duplicate of 
the Henderson with such changes as were considered ad: 
visable as a result of war experience; like the Hender- 
son it has been designed for the purpose of transporting 
an expeditionary force of Marines together with their 
advance base outfit and equipment. The principal di- 
mensions are: Length, 484 feet; beam, 64 feet; draft, 
19 feet 6 inches; displacement, about 10,000 tons. The 
battery will consist of four 5-inch guns, two 1-pounder 
guns, two 3-inch anti-aircraft guns aud two G-pounder

eBoth the repair ship and the Transport will be pro- 
pelled by the customary steam turbines, operating 
through reduction gearing. The vessels have -been de- 
signed for a speed o€ sixteen knots. Both vessels will 
be equipped with high-power radio outfits. 
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MARINE CORPS NOTES. 


Under orders recently issued from headquarters, offi 
cers of the U.S.M.C. on the reserve list who may be re- 
lieved from active duty for the convenience of the Goy« 
ernment, will be ordered to their homes, 

The lease on the building which has been oceupied by 
the U.S. Marine Corps for several years will expire A 
1, on which date the corps will move to the new Navy 
building, Washington, where it will occupy the entire 
ninth wing. The building vacated will be taken over by 
one of the auditors of the Treasury Department. It is 
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the desire of the Secretary of the Navy eventually to 
concentrate all the divisions and bureaus and dependen- 
cies of his department under one roof. The change will 
result in a saving to the Marine Corps expenditures of 
$40,000 rental per annum.

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HONORS FOR AMERICAN OFFICERS. 

PRESENTATION OF D.S. MEDALS IN WASHINGTON. 

The. presentation of twenty-five Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medals in the reception room of Secretary of War 
Baker was the occasion of an impressive ceremonial on 
Jan. 18. Eighteen officers of the U.S. Army, two eivil- 
ian aids and five officers of Allied nations were the re- 
cipients of these medals. Standing in a semi-circle on 
the north side of the room, with General Goethals, senior 
in rank, at the head, the Secretary and General March 
faced the officers and men to be honored. A battery 
of moving picture machines and the press representatives 
were present. As each name was called the officer or 
civilian stepped forward and the Secretary pinned the 
medal on his breast. In opening the ceremonial the 


Secretary said in part: 


Secretary Baker's Address. 

._. “When we think of war we usually. think of the bat- 
tle-front, and in this war we usually think of the trench, 
and its dangers are known to us all. The other side, 
however, does not come in for as ready appreciation 
and as full comprehension, therefore I am particularly 
glad on this occasion to have an opportunity of saying 
a@ word about the other side. There is no rivalry of 
merit between the soldiers who were obliged to perform 
their services here and the soldiers who performed theirs 
abroad. They were all soldiers, and the first maxim of 
the soldier’s calling is that he does his duty to the best 
of his ability where those charged with the responsibility 
of final direction designate his duty to lie. That errors 
are made in those designations goes without saying, but 
in the exercise of as impartial and uncolored judgment 
as was possible in the War Department, the best inter- 
est of the nation was always the guiding principle, and 
as the result of our judgment a very large number of 
officers of the Regular Army of large experience were 
designated to do duties in this country. I, perhaps 
more than anybody else, am qualified to speak with au- 
thority of the splendid spirit with which those orders 
were accepted, the superb energy, skill and devotion 
with which those duties were performed. 

“T trust that one of the results of the awarding of 
the Distinguished Service Medal to men in this country 
will be that it will attract public attention to the value 
of the services rendered here; a general acceptance of 
the true feeling that service is service wherever ren- 
“dered, and that the spirit of that service, its quality of 
devotion and its success are the things that make up 
the contribution of the giver rather than the particular 
place or the particular form which the individual activi- 
ties were permitted to take.” 

Followiing the presentation Secretary Baker contin- 
ued: “There isn’t a man upon whom this medal has 
been conferred to-day to whom I do not feel deeply and 
personally indebted, and to whom I do not feel that our 
country is indebted, and my temptation is to enlarge 
upon the importance of the work that each of you has 
done. To do that, however, would unduly prolong this 
ceremony. . 

“TIT am delighted that in this group there are both 
professional military men and civilians. In this. war 
we have learned that the integrity of the entire nation is 
essential if success is’ to be attained, and one of the 
great delights to me has been that when we were called 
to mobilize the country civilians found it easy to get 
along with and to uyderstand and co-operate with mili- 
tary men, and the professional military men had the 
breadth of view and the hospitality of mind to accept 
civilian associates and to permit them to assist in these 
vital enterprises. 

“Among all the great group of soldiers, 3,700,000 of 
them, and of civilians, many millions of them, who have 
been co-operating to achieve this great result, this very 
small group so far, and the few which have preceded it, 
have been selected for this distinction. The terms of 
the law require that the medal shall be limited in its 
award to those who have held positions of great respon- 
sibility. Therefore, the number who can wear this 
medal will be relatively small, but I hope the medal will 
be a constant reminder to our people everywhere not only 
that a few have been found to wear it, but that it was 
possible to recognize you as exemplars of types of men 
who in the highest degree exhibited the spirit which was 
common throughout the entire country. I trust that 
these medals will always be worn by you when the oc- 
casion is suitable, and that when worn they may mark 
you as having been elected to that body of men who 
have served well in a high sense, not only for your own 
country and generation, but for civilization itself and 
mankind.” >

The department announced on Jan. 18 that upon the 
recommendation of Gen. John J. Pershing, commander- 
in-chief of the American Expeditionary Force, Distin- 
guished Service Medals have been awarded the follow- 
ing officers for exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
guished services in positions of great responsibility :

William M. Wright. Commanded in turn‘ 35th Div., 
3d, 5th and 7th Army Corps under 8th French army in 
Vosges mountains and later 89th Div. in St. Mihiel of- 
fensive and in final operations on the Meuse river, where 
= — himself to be an energetic and aggressive 
eader. 

George W. Read. Commanded with distinction 30th 
Div.; organized and commanded 2d Army Corps in its 
operation with British forces in France;- displayed 
qualities of leadership and professional attainments of 
a high order; to his efforts is largely due the brilliant 
success achieved. : . 

John L. Hines. As regimental, brigade, division and 
corps commander, displayed marked ability in important 
duties with which he was intrusted and exhibited in 
operations near Montdidier and Soissons, and in St. 
Mihiel and Argonne-Meuse offensives, his high attain- 
ments as a soldier and commander. 

Charles H. Muir. As division and corps commander, 
commanded 28th Div. during Argonne-Meuse offensive, 
and, especially in difficult operations which resulted in 
clearing the Argonne forest proved himself to be an 
energetic leader of the highest professional attainments ; 
as a corps commander displayed the same fine qualities 
that characterized his service with a division. 

Charles P. Summerall. Commanded in turn brigade 
of the Ist Div. in the operations near Montdidier; 1st 
Div. during the Soissons, and St. Mihiel offensives, and 
in early battles of the Argonne-Meuse advance; and 
5th Army Corps in the later battles of this advance. In 
all of these important duties, his calm courage, clear 
judgment, and soldierly character had a marked influ- 
ence in the attainment of the successes of his commands. 

Charles T. Menoher. Commanded 42d Div. from Cha- 
teau-Thierry to the conclusion of the Argonne-Meuse 
offensive, including the Baccarat sector, Rheims, Vesles 
and St. Mihiel salient; this officer, with his division, 
participated in all of those important engagements. The 
reputation as a fighting unit of the 42d Div. is in no 
small measure due to the soldierly qualities and mili- 
tary leadership of this officer. 

William G. Haan. In command of the 32d Div., took 
a prominent part in the Argonne-Meuse offensive and in 
brilliant and successful attack against the Cote Dame 
Marie, covering several days, depriving the enemy of the 
key-point of the position. His clear conception of the 
tactical situations involved, showed him to be a military 
leader of superior order. 

Francis J. Kernan. Was entrusted with the important 
duty of organizing the Service of Supply of the A.E.F. 
in France, and the foundation then laid was later suc- 
cessfully carried-to-completion; as member of the, Pris- 
oners Commission, Berne, Switzerland, and of Ameri- 
can section of the Sdipreme War Council, rendered con- 
spicuous services to the Government. 

Henry T. Allen. In command of 90th Div., he had 
the important position of conducting the right flank at 
the St. Mihiel salient. The brilliant success there 
gained and repeated in Argonne-Meuse offensive, showed 
him to be an officer of splendid judgment, high attain- 
ments and excellent leadership; later commanded 8th 
Army Corps with skill and judgment. 

Adelbert P. Cronkhite. Commanded the 80th Div. 
during the Argonne-Meuse offensive; demonstrated great 
ability as a leader and proved himself a commander of 
initiative and courage. 

Ernest Hinds. As Chief of Artillery, Ist Army Corps; 
commanding general, Army Artillery of the lst Ameri- 
ean Army, and Chief of Artillery, A.E.F.; perfectly 
and successfully directed organization and training of 
the artillery of the American Army in France. ° 

William C. Langfitt. As Director of Light Railways 
and ‘Roads, and later as Chief of Utilities, displayed 
great ability and marked breadth of vision. As chief 
engineer of the A.E.F., his brilliant professional attain- 
ments, untiring energy and devotion to duty, placed his 
department in a state of efficiency and enabled it to 
perform its important functions in the most satisfac- 
tory manner. 

Mason M. Patrick. He displayed much ability and 
devotion to duty as Director of Construction and For- 
estry; later as Chief of the Air Service of the A.E.F., 
perfected and ably administered the organization of 
this important department. 

Clarence C. Williams. An officer of high professional 
attainments, who rendered particularly valuable services 
in the organization of the Ordnance Department of the 
A.E.F.; exhibited unusual ability in arranging for the 
procurement of ordnance material and ammunition for 
the American Army in Europe. 

Andrew Brewster. Organized, with marked ability, In- 
spector General’s Department of the A.E.F.; his sol- 
dierly characteristics and unceasing labors influenced 
greatly the attainment of efficiency in the American 
Army in France. 

George B. Duncan. Arriving in France with the 
first contingent of American troops he commanded in 
turn a regiment, brigade and division with conspicuous 
success; in command of the 77th Div. in the Baccarat 
sector, his sound military judgment, energy and resolu- 
tién were important factors in the successes gained; 
later in command of the 82d Div. in the Argonne-Meuse 
offensive, proved himself a brilliant leader with great 
force and energy. ‘ 

William Weigel. As commander of a brigade of the 
28th Div. in the fighting on the Vesle of August, 1918, 
inspired confidence by his constant activities and ag- 
gressive pressing of the enemy at every opportunity 
which resulted in driving the hostile forces from the 
Vesle northward toward the Aisne. 

William H. Johnson. During the Argonne-Meuse of- 
fensive commanded with skill and ability the 91st Diy, 
in the difficult advance that resulted in the taking of 
Epinonville and Ivoiry; later in participation with the 
French led his division with marked distinction in the 
attack on, and capture of, the important city of Auden- 
arde in the closing operations of the war in Belgium. 

Harry L. Rogers. Organized, perfected and adminis- 
tered with great efficiency, the Q.M. department in 
France; was able to meet each emergency in times 
fraught with untold difficulties; by his energy and un- 
tiring zeal insured to our troops prompt and constant 
supply of Q.M. stores, without which the ultimate suc- 
cess of our Ariny could not have been obtained. 

Merritte W. Ireland. As chief surgeon of the A.E.F. 
supervised and perfected organizstion ef the Merdiea] 
Department in France; and, to his excellent. judgment, 
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untiring efforts-and high professional attainments are 
largely due the splendid efficiency with which sick and 
wounded of the American Army have been cared for. 

E. F. McGlachlin. As commander of the Artillery of 
the Ist Army in its organization and subsequent opera- 
tions. he solved the difficult problems involved with rare 
military judgment. In St. Mihiel and Argonne-Meuse 
offensives his qualities as a leader were demonstrated 
by the effective employment of artillery that was 
planned and conducted under his. direction; later com- 
manded with great ability and success the 1st Inf, 
Diy. of the A.E.F. ae 

John A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C. Commanded 2d Diy. in 
the successful operations of Thiaucourt, Masif Blane 
Mont, St. Mihiel and on the west bank of the Meuse; 
in the Argonne-Meuse offensive his division was directed 
with such sound military judgment and ability that it 
broke and held by the vigor and rapidity of execution of 
its attack, enemy lines which had hitherto been consid- 
ered impregnable. 

.Hanson E. Ely. Commanded with skill and marked 

distinction a regiment in the trench fighting north of 
Toul; operations west of Montdidier, and action at 
Catigny; as a brigade commander at Soissons and divi- 
sion commander in the Argonne-Meuse offensive, demon- 
strated rare capabilities as a commander. 
_ Edmund Wittenmyer. Served with marked distine 
tion as brigade commander in the Argonne-Meuse offen- 
sive; and, as a division commander, in the final opera- 
tions in the Toul sector; in both capacities, by untir- 
img efforts and breadth of vision, proved t6 be an able 
leader. 
, John F.-O’Ryan.. As commander of the 27th Div. in 
its successful operations with the British in France in 
the autumn of 1918, displayed qualities of skill and ag- 
gressiveness, which mark him as a leader of ability; at 
St. Quentin and Cambrai the name of his division is 
linked with the British in adding new laurels to the 
Allied forces in France. 

Charles G. Morton. Commanded the 29th Div. from 
the date of its organization until the end of hostilities; 
led this division with skill and ability in the success- 
ful operations east and northeast of Verdun which 
forced the enemy to maintain this front with strong 
forces, thus preventing an increase of hostile strength 
between the Argonne and the Meuse. 

E. M. Lewis. Commanded with distinction the 30th 
American Diy. during its successful operations in Bel- 
gium_ with the 2d_British army; and later with the 
4th British army in the offensive which resulted in 
breaking the enemy’s Hindenburg line; during these 
operations exhibited great ability, determined energy 
and marked devotion to duty. 

_ William Lassiter. As commander of the 5ist Field 
his energy and sound judgment influenced greatly the 
successful operations of his commands on the Vesle, they 
Art. Brig., as Chief of Artillery of the 1st and 4th Army 
Corps in turn, and as Chief of Artillery, 24 Army, he 
showed himself to be a leader of. conspicuous ability ; 
St. Mihiel salient and in the Toul sector; then, later, 
with skill and marked success the 32d Inf. Div. 

James. H. McRae. Commanded with great credit the 
78th Div. in the Argonne-Meuse offensive and had an 
important part in that operation which forced the 
enemy to abandon Grand Pré; in this and other cam- 
paigns his personal influence on the result obtained 
showed a rich quality of military leadership.

Stuart Heintzelman. Organized headquarters of the 
4th Army Corps; later, as chief of staff of this corps, 
directed, with great success, the staff of this organiza- 
tion prior to-and during St. Mihiel offensive; as chief 
of staff of 2d Army, had a prominent part in organizing 
it as a fighting unit; his tact, energy and military 
ability were important elements in the success of this 
command. 

Malin Craig. Served in turn as chief of staff of a di- 
vision, a corps and an army; in each capacity exhibited 
great ability; his personal influence, aggressiveness and 
untiring efforts were repeatedly displayed in operations 
of the Ist Corps in the vicinity of Chateau-Thierry, on 
the Ourcq, Vesle, and during the St. Mihiel and’Ar- 
gonne-Meuse offensives. 

Robert C. Davis. As adjutant general of the A.E.F. 
performed his exacting duties with high professional 
skill and administrative ability; the exceptional effi- 
ciency of The Adjutant General’s Department under his 
direction was a material factor in the success of the 
staff work at general headquarters. 

Fox Conner. As assistant chief of staff in charge of 
operations section showed a masterful conception of 
the tactical situations which confronted the American 
forces in Europe; by high professional attainments and 
sound military judgment he handled with marked skill 
the many details of complex problems of organization 
and troop movements necessitated by the various opera- 
tions of the A.E.F. 

George V. H. Moseley. As assistant chief of staff 
handled with great executive ability and rare under- 
standing problems of equipping and supplying large 
numbers of American troops arriving and operating in 
France; by his large grasp of supply problems and tire- 
less energy conspicuously aided the successful adminis- 
tration of the supply department. 

Harold B. Fiske. In charge of training section of the 
General Staff, this brilliant officer perfected and ad- 
ministered the efficient scheme of instruction through 
which the American Army in France was thoroughly 
trained for combat in the shortest possible time; bye 
great depth of vision, foresight and clear conception of 
modern tactical training, he enabled our, forces to enter 
each engagement with that preparedness and efficiency 
= have distinguished the American Army in each 
attle. 

Harry A. Smith. Rendered most conspicuous gervice 
as commandant of the Army schools at Langres, France, 
the success of which was, in a large measure, due to hig 
vision, zeal and administrative ability; later showed 
marked executive ability as officer in charge of admin- 
istration of civil affairs in German territory occupied 
by the American Army. 

William D. Conner. As assistant chief of staff and 
head of the Co-ordination Section of the General Staff, 
A.E.F., showed unusual ability and tireless energy; ag 
chief of staff of the 32d Div. in the trench operationg 
in the ee sector and later as commander of the 
63d Inf. Brig. in the advance to the Vesle, displayed 
particular ability as a leader of troops; also performed 
valuable services as commander of a base port and as 
chief of staff of the S.O.S. 

Johnson Hagood. As chief of staff of S.O.S. of the 
A.E.FS in France, his ability for organization, energy 
and sound judgment were factors in the efficiency of 
this-important branch. By marked zeal and agegressive- 
ness he greatly added to the successful administration 
of the 8.0.5. , 

Paul B, Malone. Demonstrated marked ability in the 
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important dnty of orgaiiizing the military’ training and 
éducational ‘ system” of: the “American ‘Army in’ France; 
later action operations against the’ enemy, -'com- 
manded~ with distinction, a‘ regiment im 'trench* opera- 
tions of‘the Somme diu Sector and: in action at Chateau- 
Thierry; and ‘a brigade in the St. Mihiel“and Argonne- 
Meuse offensives. In all these capacities the merit he 
displayed’ was conspicuous.

As chief of staff, 2d Div., directed de- 
tails of battles near’ Chateau-Thierry, Soissons and at 
St. Mihiel salient with great credit; later, in command 
of 3d Div. in the Argonne-Meuse offensive at a- most 
critical time, by splendid judgment and energetic action 
his division was able to earry to a successful conclusion 
the operations at Clairchene ani at Hill 294. 

Avery D. Andrews. As assistant chief of staff, A.E.F., 
rendered most efficient service in connection with the 
organization and administration of the transportation 
department of the American Army in France, and as 
Deputy Chief of Utilities in the Service of Supply; 
later, with marked ability headed the important adminis- 
trative section of the General Staff, A.E.F. 

Dennis E. Nolan. Organized and administered, with 
marked ability, the Intelligence Section of the General 
Staff of the A.E.F.; his estimates of the complex and 
ever-changing military and political situation, sound 
judgment and accurate discrimination were invaluable to 
the Government, and influenced greatly the success that 
attended operations of the American Armies in France. 

Charles G. Dawes. Rendered most conspicuous ser- 
vices in the organization of the General Purchasing 
Board, as general purehasing agent of the A.E.F., and 
as the representative of the United States Army on the 
military board of Allied supply; his rare abilities, sound 
business judgment and aggressive energy were invaluable 
in securing needed supplies for the American Armies in 
Europe. 

William W. Atterbury. As Director General of Trans- 
portation, in the face of almost insurmountable obstacles, 


he organized and brought to a high state of efficiency the. 


transportation service of A.E.F.; the successful opera- 
tion ef this most important service, upon which the 
movements and supply of the combat troops were de- 
org was largely due to his energy, foresight an 
ability. ° 
Walter A. Bethel. As judge advocate, A.E.F., he or- 
ganized this important department and administered its 
affairs with conspicuous effigiency from the date of the 
arrival in France of the first American combatant troops. 
His marked legal ability and sound judgment were im- 
portant factors in’ the splendid work of his department; 
he at ali times handled with success the various military 


and international problems that‘arose as a result of the ~ 


operations of our Armies. 

Edgar Russell. As chief signal officer, A.E.F., showed 
great ability in the organization and administration of 
his department; the results attained are largely due to 
his zeal and energy; Signal Corps in France stands out 
as one of the masterful accomplishments of the A.E.F.; 
to General Russell is due the credit for its foundation 
and organization. 

Frank R. McCoy. As secretary of the General Staff, 
A.E.F., his services were of particular value in the 
original organization of the forces in France; later, in 
command of 165th Regiment of Inf., in Baccarat sector, 
then in command of the 63d Inf. Brig. in the difficult 
fighting east of Rheims, he had a prominent part in 
successes achieved. 

Hugh A. Drum. Upon him, as chief of staff of the 
1st Army, devolved the important duty of organizing 
headquarters of this command, and of co-ordinating de- 
tailed staff work in its operations in St. Mihiel’ and 
Argonne-Meuse offensive. His¢tact, zeal and high pro- 
fessional attainments had marked influence on the suc- 
cess that attended operations of the Ist Army. 

John McA. Palmer. In organization of operations sec- 
tion of the General Staff, A.E.F., this officer displayed 
sound tactical judgment and breadth of vision; ultimate 
suecess of the American plan of campaign was largely 
due to his detailed plans. As commander of the 58th 
Inf. Brig. during severe fighting north of Verdun in the 
Argonne-Meuse offensive his services were conspicuous 
and his brigade successful. 

Walter D. McCaw. His counsel and advice in the 
earlier stages of the operations of the A.EF. were of par- 
ticular benefit to the effective work of the Medical De- 
partment; as chief surgeon of the A.E.F., in the later 
operations in the field he maintained the splendid effi- 
ciency of that department at a critical time, solving each 
new problem presented with wisdom and marked ability. 

fred BE. Bradley. As chief surgeon, A.E.F., he gave 
his utmost energy and undivided devotion to the duty of 
planning and organizing the work of the Medical De- 
partment in France during a period fraught with untold 
difficulties. To his foresight was largely due the suc- 
cessful operations of that department when it was called 
upon to meet the demands that were subsequently made 
upon it.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Jan, 22, 1919. 

Rear Admiral Edward W. Eberle, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy, has appointed a board, headed by Capt. A. St. 
Clair Smith, to consider and report upon the status of civilian 
professors and instructors at the Naval. Academy. There are 
about 100 of these, most of' whom are attached to the depart- 
ments of Mathematics, English and Modern Languages. Other 
members of the teaching force are Regular officers and officers 
holding the special rank of ‘‘professor of mathematics.’’ For 
8 long time many of the holders of civilian positions on the 
teaching staff at the Academy have felt that their status and 
matters connected with it should be more definitely fixed by 
law. It has been suggested that there be other grades than 
professor and instructor, such as associate professor, assistant 
professor and the like, each with a commensurate salary. 
Superintendent Eberle has given permission to any person who 
may be affected by the action of the board to appear before it 
and state his views. 

Commandant Standley has issued an order regarding 1921's 
class rings. It says that they ‘‘may be worn by the First 
Class after Sept. 1, 1919.’" Although divided as to gradua- 
tion, the Academy classes have of custom remained unit bodies 
in spirit, if not in fact. The fundamental ties of classhood 
continue. The present class shows no sign of infringing on 
the time-honored usage. - : 

Dr. Henry Van Dyke, chaplain, Naval Reserve, has devoted 
the pay he has received for a year as a lieutenant commander 
to the establishment of a prize which will be given annua 
to the midshipmen of the graduating class at the Naval Acad- 
emy who writes the best essay on a patriotic subject. ‘This 
salary will be invested in Liberty Bonds, the income from 
which will pay for a suitably inscribed watch, to be presented 
@o the successful graduate at dress parade one evening of June 
week. ‘The winner will be determined by a committee com- 
posed of the heads of the departments of English, Seamanship, 
Electrical Engineering and Physics, and Ordnance and Gun- 
nery, and Prof. W. O. Stevens, of the department of English. 

The reward of merit has been offered by the Navy Depart- 
ment to the Class of 1921. It will be divided on graduation 
day of this year into two sections in order of merit, the first 
section to continue the three-year course; and the second ~ 
section to assume, at the beginning of the academic year 
1919-20, the pre-war schedule of the two lower classes. The 
same conditions of division of classes occurred in 1882, 1898 
and 1907, when they were carried out successfully. The di- 
vision in 1898 was occasioned by a demand for officers for the 
Spanish War. The division of 1907 came about by the launch- 
ing of ten new ships during the year and the class was gradu- 
ated in three sections. The case -is largely in the hands of 
the individual members of the Class of 1921 whether or not 
they will take advantage of this liberal offer of the Navy 
Department. Early graduation offers the advantage of a year 
in the fleet, and the acquisition of about $1,000 extra pay. 
On the other hand, the additional year offers the opportunity 
of a year’s more training and the lessening of the chance of 
returning after graduation for the post-graduate course. . The 
choice is between nine months of sea training and nine months 
of study dt the Academy. i e }

L. I. T. asks: What have they done about pay due discharged 
soldiers, and how many menths’ pay! Answer: The Revenue 
bill now in conference carries a provision that would give 
one month's ‘extra pay te officers and men on discharge. Noth- 
ing authorized yet, 

W. H.—Advance information as to demobilization of your 
unit is not available. Ask aj your headquarters. 

J, OC. asks: (1) Where should I apply to know if there is a 
vatancy now for Philippine Scout officers? (2) Can I write 
direct to the Judge Advocate General of the Army for a de- 
cision on matter of previous rank?! Answer: (1) The Adjutant 
General. (2) Shrough the channel. 

J. G. BR, asks: I am a provisional second lieutenant holding 
a temporary first lieutenancy and was recommended for proeme- 
ticn to captaincy to the Southern Department. All promotions 
were stopped due to cessation of hostilities and consequently 
did not receive the captaincy. Secretary Baker stated on Dee. 
18, 1918, that officers recommended for promotion before hos- 
tilities closed will be placed on the inactive list of the reserves 
in the advanced grade to which they had been recommended. The 
personnel officer of this regiment has received no official notice 
of the above. I want to be transferred from a provisional to 
the Reserve Corps in the advanced grade, inactive list. What 
is the official authority for the transfer to the inactive reserve 
in the advanced grade? Answer: We believe you are under 
® wrong impression. As you are an officer in the Regular 
Army, you would not under present regulations be placed on 
the Reserve, inactive list, unless it is to be the policy of the 
Department to grant a request for such a change of ‘status 
in the case of officers desiring to quit the permanent Army. 

R. J, B.—While a commission in the Reserve Corps is for 
five years, one may resign from the Reserve the same as from 
the Army. An officer of the Reserve Corps may apply for 
commission as provisional second lieutenant in the Regular 
Service when there are vacancies. Regarding your commission 
paper ask The A.G, 

H. M. M-—The age requirements of the National Defense 
Act of June 3, 1916, for appointments in the Medical Corps 
of the Army have not been changed, 

S. M. P.—The list you ask for-is in course of preparation 
in Washington and as soon as available will be published, 

J. L, R. asks: (1) On or about Oct. 1, 1918, did not Con- 
gress pass a bill increasing all officers’ pay $500 per year? 
(2) Did not Congress pass an act which during the emergency 
makes null and void civil action (lawsuits) filed against officers 
and enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps? If 
so, where can I get a copy of the act? (8) Ox what days 
does the U.S.A.T. Service have sailings to (Pauama) Canal 
Zonet How much time is required for the round trip? How 
long does the transport stay at Zone and dees it touch at San 
Juan, P.R.f Answer: (1) Not acted upon. (2) See the Civil 
Rights Act for Soldiers and Sailors. Does not nullify action, 
but protects against injustice or undue advantage. (3) Steam- 
ers are operated by the Panama Railroad Company from 
New York. The United Fruit Co. operates boats from New 
York and from New Orleans. Trip one way consumes about 
six days from New York. Boats operate to Central and South 
American ports. Other limes operate to Porto Rico. See 
sailing lists in New York Herald. (The fortification informa- 
tion you seek is not now available.) 

J. G@—No report has come from the Senate Military Com- 
mittee on Senator Poindexter’s bill to retire those retired non- 
commissioned officers who re-entered the Service and were 
appointed commissioned officers as first lieutenants for the 
emergency. Watch our Congressional news. 

P. M. asks: (1) Is a dental officer a mounted officer under 
present Army regulations? (2) An officer receives his com- 
mission in the Reserve Corps Aug. 20, 1917. He is called 
into the Service Aug. 9, 1918. How many silver chevrons is 
he entitled te wear on March 3 or 4, 1919, having been com- 
missioned a year and a half, but in active service six months! 
Answer: (1) No. (2) One. 

J. O.—Re-enlistments, either of discharged emergency soldiers 
or of seven-year men who are about to complete four years of 
service on their contracts, are not being made, but Oongress is 
expected soon to authorize a resumption of volunteering for the 
Army. Until Congress acts in the matter, we cannot tell you and 
our numerous other inquirers under what regulations the re- 
cruiting officers will act. For men who enlisted for seven years 
under the Act of 1916, three years constitute a period in count- 
ing enlistments for pay purposes. Those enlisted between Nov, 
1, 1912, and Nov. 1, 1916, enlisted for seven years, under & 
contract that counts four years as a period. What arrange- 
ments will be made to allow re-enlistment of the men who 
were held to serve beyond four years or recalled from fur- 
lough on reserve cannot be stated at this time. 

W..R. H.—The policy as to return of the Reserves to inac- 
tive status will no doubt be announced soon after Congress 
anthorizos resumption of voluntary enlistment in the Army. 
Remember, the emergency is not over; therefore furloughs to the 
Reserve are not being granted yet, 

T. F. W.—See changes 6, 8.R, 41 and 42, in our issues of 
Janu. 11 and 18, regarding shirt collar insignia. There are no 
lineal lists available and there have been no permanent pro- 
motions, Field Artillery, Regular Army, for many weeks. In 
September last Capt. J. W. Rafferty, P.A, was transferred from 
the retired to the active list. No higher permanent promotions 
have occurred in the Field Artillery for months. 

T. H. G.—Regarding the Marine Corps citations recently re-

F. S.—The 80th Field Artillery is in the 7th Division, and 
this division is in the Army of Occupation. 

M. A. F.—We have no advice of any engagement by the 105th 
Machine Gun Battalion since the battle of St. Maurice river 
near Catillon, Oct. 19-20, The 56th Pioneer Infantry does not 
belong to a division, but is serving with the Army of Occupation, 
or what is slso known as the 8d American Army. 

READER.—Divisional designation of the Pioneers Infantry 
and Engineers you mention has not been announced, 

W. J. M.—The reduction before discharge, in your case, prob- 
ably was because you were filling only a temporary vacancy in 
grade,

SUBSCRIBER asks: Have more than twenty years in the 
Regular Army; commissioned a first lieutenant of Infantry, 
N.A., Nov. 27, 1917; promoted captain Sept. 10, 1918. Has 
the Government made any provision, or has such a thing been 
contemplated ss gooey some of this class of officers or 
retaining them at least in the Regular Service! Answers At 
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present there are no vacancies in the Regular Army to which 
these emergency officers could be appointed, but should Con- 
gress authorize an Army of 500,000, as has been proposed, 
there would be vacancies, and many officers who have shown 
their worth in the Army by war service would be able to enter 
the permanent commissioned grades. 

NON-CITIZEN.—No one may be compelled to become a citi- 
zen; having failed, however, to exercise the privilege of ask- 
ing for discharge on account of his alien status, one must ex- 
pect to live up to his contract of enlistment. You do not state 
whether the man was a citizen of an enemy country or of 
one of the Allied nations, which makes a difference so far as 
the draft is concerned, 

J. E. R. asks: Am I entitled to twenty per cent. ory ser- 
vice pay for service in Hawaiian Islands, 1908 to 1911? An- 
swer: Not entitled; the Act of 1906 provided twenty per cent, 
additional for service outside the states of the Union except in 
Porto Rico and Hawaii. 

W. G. 8—Ask The Adjutant General of the Army the pres- 
ent location of the Air Service organization which you say 
sailed from England last month. Organizations have 
sent to various stations for demebilization. 

N. E. G. asks: Give date of arrival in the Phillippine Islands 
of the 20th U.S. Infantry, on last tour of duty, and departure 
therefrom. Answer: July 1, 1909; Deo, 15, 1911, 

L. D. asks: What is the total amount of good time allowed a 
garrison prisoner on s six months’ sentence, whether it is 
fifty-five days or seventy-five days, as templated in Par. 942, 
A.R.? Answer: For first month—five days; fer succeeding pe- 
riod of 150 days (or five months), ten days for each twenty of 
good conduct—seventy-five days; total, eighty days in the six- 
months.

Nearly two months have élapsed since the conclusion of the 
court-martial of seventeen prisoners of the Disciplinary Bar- 
racks on the charge of murder in connection with the killing 
of a general prisoner, Shelby Hisle, and nothing definite is 
known as to the sentence that twelve ot them received. Five 
were acquitted; the other *welve are held in solitary confine- 
ment, and it is supposed that they received sentences of some 
kind, and the findings are to be reviewed by President Wilson.

CAMP” HARRY J. JONES. 


Camp Harry J. Jones, Douglas, Ariz.;Jan. 7, 1919. 

In the few last moments of the waning year, just before 
taps, the new Enlisted Men's Club of the Ist Cavalry was 
formally turned over to the soldiers of the command before a 
crowd of enlisted men, officers, their families and civilians. 
It was the. final culmination of the sixteen years’ dream of 
Col. Frank B. Edwards, commanding officer of the regiment. 
‘‘Tt bas been my idea,’’ said Colonel Edwards in his dedi- 
catory address, ‘‘to have a club for enlisted men as good as 
any officers’ club, as good aq any corresponding club in civil 
life, a place of clean recreation for the soldier sufficient in 
its appeal to keep the men away from tha urban haunts they 
frequently have to seek. It has been an old Army belief that 
no club for soldiers can be successful without liquor, and I 
have wanted ever-since I was a young lieutenant to prove this 
idea a fallacy.’’ Reveille then announced the beginning of 
the new year, and the building was given into the charge of 
Lieut. John McQuavy, Ist Cay. Begun Nov. 20, 1918, it has 
been erected solely by enlisted men of the regiment. 

The exterior framework is of adobe brick; the dimensions, 
130 feet long by twenty feet wide, inside measurement. There 
are two rooms, a library, fifty feet long, and a recreation and 
pool room, eighty feet long. The interior walls of the entire 
building will be paneled to a height of five feet; the ceiling 
paneled and calsomined. There will be 500 feet of book 
shelves in the library and numerous library tables and chairs. 
At one end of the pool and recreation room will be a bar for 
the dispensing of soft drinks. An electric lighting system 
will. be used throughout. : 

Santa Claus, Inc., a corporation for the raising of morale 
and the entertainment of soldiers in the Cactus country, was 
organized at Camp Harry J. Jones, Dec. 24, 1918. A Mardi 
Gras week was arranged at the 1st Cavalry and a community 
Christmas tree at the 17th. The holidays began Christmas 
Eye with a party and tree in the 17th Cavalry amusement hal 
at which Santa Claus arrived in an «airplane and distribute 
presents to the children. The yuletide spirit extended to the 
guard houses, and the two Y¥.M.O.A. — houses were turned 
over to them for three hours Christmas afternoon, when cakes, 


cigarettes, candy and music were enjoyed during the social 
gathering. 

Mardi Gras week in the Ist Cavalry, comprising the period 
between Christmas and New Year’s, consisted of a baseball 
game between the ist Cavalry and a civilian team from Doug- 
las, Ariz. (won by the ist Cavalry), a redeo and wild West 
show (including ‘‘hronch’’ riding, roping and tieing, steer 
riding, fancy trick riding, trick roping and a greased pig 
race), a championship football game, a band concert, @ wres- 
tling and boxing exhibition, a field meet, a minstrel and vaude- 
ville show, and a grotesque parade, The chief athletic event 
of the week was the field meet, which included flat races, 
mounted and dismounted, a lance tournament, a jumping con- 
test for mounted men, and a chariot race, in which each 
entrant had four horses and a home-made chariot. The race 
was run by three contestants on.a circular track, Corporal 
McFarlin, Troop K, 1st Cav., winning. 

An unusual number of former professionals of the legitimate 
stage are enlisted in the Ist Cavalry. The minstrel perform- 
ance New Year’s Eve included a cast of sixty people, while 
vaudeville acts included acrobatic work by Clyde Mathews and 
company, formerly with the Sells-Floto Circus; ‘‘La Jota,’’ 
by Zoyarra, a Spanish dancer; Madja, a novelty serpentine 
dancer; clever cartoon work by Sargent, a former art student, 
and Jules Jacques, present band leader, with a troupe of four 
cornetists. Thirty-five hundred persons saw the performance. 
The exhibition was repeated Jan. 6 in Douglas, Ariz. 

A dance was given to the officers and ladies of the 17th 
Cavalry by Col. and Mrs. George B. Rodney on New Year's 
Eve. Twenty-four buglers sounded“taps to the old year and 
a march by the band heralded in the new, while guests filled 
the air with confetti, The New Year’s receptions, customary 
im the Army, were held by Col. and Mrs. Frank B. Edwards, 
1s§ Cav., and by Col. and Mrs. George B. Rodney, 17th Cav. 
Mrs. Howard R. Murphy, of Calcutta, India, where her hus- 
band, a missionary, is visiting her son and daughter-in-law, 
Lieut. and Mrs. Roland E. Murphy, ist Cav. Mrs, Murphy 
will continue her visit till spring, when she will be joined 
by her husband, the Rev. Howard R. Murphy. 

Two regiments of Cavalry, the 1st and 17th, and the head- 
quarters of the Arizona District are stationed at Douglas, 
Ariz. The payroll exceeds $100,000 a month. A cantonment 
for housing 3,500 men was completed in June, 1918, at a cost, 
with sewerage and water systems, of $200,000. The buildings 
are as follows: Eight field officers’ quarters, six squadron offi- 
cers’ barracks, thirty-two barracks for enlisted men, thirty- 
two mess halls and kitchens for enlisted men, four warehouses, 
forty-two bath houses and latrines and twenty stables. Among 
other buildings just completed at the camp are the Knights 
of Columbus club house, the nurses’ club house, an additional 
building for the camp Y.M.0.A., an isolation ward, and a Red 
Cross convalescent hospital. A swimming pool for the ist 
Cavalry, built by subscriptions from the officers of the regi- 
ment, was completed in July, 1918,

John H. Parker, col., 102d Inf. A bronze oak leaf is awarded 
to Colonel P&rker for the following act of extraordinary hero- 
ism: On July 21, 1918, near Trugny, France, he made a per- 
sonal reconnaissance over a front of about two kilometers on 
horseback in the face of enemy fire and determined the strength 
of the German forces to insure the most advantageous approach 
for his troops to attack. Several times he was an inspiring 
figure to his men under a heavy artillery barrage and concen- 
tration of machine-gun fire. A bronze oak leaf is also awarded 
to Colonel Parker for the following act of extraordinary hero- 
ism: On July 25, 1918, on the road through La Fere Wood, 
between Beuvardes and Le Charthel, France, a battalion just 
coming into the line was halted, awaiting orders. Subjected 
suddenly to an intense artillery concentration, the men, who 
had only such cover as was afforded by the shallow ditches 
along the road, were thrown into some confusion. At that mo- 
ment Colonel Parker came down the road on horseback. Im- 
mediately appreciating the situation, he twice rode down the 
line and back again at a slow walk, stopping to talk with the 
men; and thus by his fearless personal exposure to, and disre- 
gard of, danger he promptly steadied the troops and prevented 
probable disorder at an important juncture.

Lieut. Andrew E. Carter, U.S.N.R.F., tried by G.C.M. on 
Sept. 9, at Base 7, was found guilty of perjury, conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and discipline, scandalous con- 
duct, drunkenness and disobedience of a lawful order. He 
was sentenced to dismissal and to imprisonment at hard labor 
for fifteen years. The imprisonment was reduced to eight 
years, and the sentence as reduced was confirmed, (C.M.O. 
151, Nov. 11, 1918, Navy Dept.) 

Lieut. (j.g.) Arthur T. Bricher, U.S.N.R.F., was tried by 
G.C.M. on Sept. 4, 1918, at Coco Solo, C.Z., and found guilty 
of violation of a lawful order issued by the commandant, 15th 
Naval District, and conduct to the prejudice of good order 
and discipline. He was sentenced to dismissal, which was 
approved. (C.M.O, 152, Noy. 11, 1918, Navy Dept.) 

Ensign William F. Clark, U.S.N.R.F., was tried by G.C.M. 
at the navy yard, New York, Oct. 29, 1918, and found guilty 
of absence from station and duty without leave. Sentence: To 
be restricted to his ship or station for three months, and to 
lose $30 per month of his pay for six months.

Gunner (T)) Paul H. Hoffmeyer, U.S.N., was tried at the 
navy yard, Washington, Oct. 16, 1918, and found guilty of 
drunkenness, scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of 
good morals, and assault with intent to commit sodomy. Sen- 
tence: To be dismissed the Service and to be imprisoned for 
five years at hard labor. The sentence was approved. (C.M.O. 
160, Nov. 16, 1918, Navy Dept.) 





THIRTEENTH MARINES COMMENDED. 

The following letter from Brig. Gen. George H. Har- 
ries, commanding Base Section No. 5, Section of Sup- 
ply, was sent to the commanding general, Service of 
Supply, on Novy. 16, 1918, in acknowledgment of the 
services rendered by the 13th Regiment, U.S.M.C.: 


The departure from this base section of the final element (3d 
Battalion) of the 13th Regiment, U.S.M.C., suggests suitable 
acknowledgment be made of the uncommon service rendered 
by that regiment while stationed there. 

Arriving at the beginning of the influenza and pneumonic 
epidemic, which was brought by troops from the United States, 
the regiment (Col—now Brig. Gen. Smedley D, Butler com- 
manding) devoted itself to insistent labor with zeal that knew no 
faltering. A well-trained and thoroughly disciplined organiza- 
tion, it gave forth cheerful energy in amazing quantity. It made 
and prepared camps for arriving organizations, providing every 
needed facility which was at hand or could be created; guided 
the new troops from the docks to their respective camp areas; 
carried the packs of the unfit; put new spirit into the weary; 
hauled the water and rations by hand for the incoming units, 
and then cooked the rations; nursed the sick; in short did every 
practicable thing to improve the morale and minister to the 
physical needs. Whenever music had value, there was the regi- 
mental band, day or night, and much of the time without hours, 
Colonel Butler and his officers were everywhere welcoming each 
opportunity to lend a hand, and their example was eagerly fol- 
lowed by their men. A concrete instance of performance was 
the pitching and trenching of 5,000 pyramidal wall tents, the 
pitching and equipping and manning of kitchens, store tents, 
first-aid stations, etc. 

The object lesson was and always will be inspiring. Aside 
from the live and saving results achieved, there was an unfor- 
gettable exhibit of supreme soldier qualities—the voluntary as- 
sumption of a great burden, an immeasurable spirit of self- 
sacrificing helpfulness, and an individual smartness which was 
unaffected by toil, rain, mud or any other variety of obstacle. 
The 13th Regiment, U.S.M.C., is a living synonym for the 
highest efficiency.
